
Supreme Court Accepts 
Amendment Two Case

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
United States Supreme Court 
agreed Tuesday, February 21 to 
review Colorado’s constitutional 
amendment barring laws that 
prohibit discrimination against 
gays. Argument in the case will 
probably be heard late this spring 
or early next fall. 

State officials said in a brief to the jus¬ 
tices that a lower court, in striking down 
Amendment Two to Colorado’s constitu¬ 
tion, had unnecessarily broadened equal 
protection rights granted under the U.S. 


Constitution’s 14th Amendment. 

Before the amendment was passed by 
Colorado voters in 1992, three Colorado 
cities - Denver, Boulder, and Aspen - had 
enacted ordinances prohibiting discrimina¬ 
tion based on sexual orientation. The 
Colorado Civil Rights Commission also 
had recommended that the General 
Assembly pass a law that would have simi¬ 
larly banned such discrimination. 

But a Colorado Springs-based group, 
called Colorado for Family Values, dis¬ 
agreed. The group claimed that singling out 
homosexuals and bisexuals for specific 
legal protections endangered the religious, 
economic, and privacy rights of others, as 
well as the right to free association, accord¬ 
ing to a brief filed at the Supreme Court by 


state Attorney General Gale Norton. 

CFV became the chief sponsor of what 
would eventually be called Amendment 
Two, which forbade any state division from 
granting “protected status based on homo¬ 
sexual, lesbian, or bisexual orientation.” 

Although opponents of Amendment 
Two, backed by civil liberties groups, many 
religious leaders, and most of the state’s 
newspapers, outspent supporters two to 
one, state residents approved the amend¬ 
ment on November 3, 1992, by more than 
100,000 votes, according to the Colorado 
brief. 

Ten days later, Denver, Boulder, and 
Aspen officials challenged the amendment 
in court, saying it violated the U.S.

TV Spots Ask GOP Hopefuls: What About AIDS?

How many AIDS activists does it take to get the 
political spotlight back on government funding to 
fight the disease? 

One to come up with the idea, a few more to produce a 30-second 
TV advertisement, and another to plug in the message to air during 
the Republican presidential hopefuls’ debate in New Hampshire. 

Such was the case when a low-budget advertisement titled “What 
About AIDS?” appeared six times over the candidate-heavy 
Presidents’ Day weekend, demanding to know what kind of national 
AIDS strategy a Republican president would bring to the office. 
Ironically, it was a heterosexual biomedical researcher from the East 
Bay who donated much of the money to make the broadcasts possi¬ 
ble. 

Berkeley Dr. Howard Urnovitz supplied the seed money to make 
the commercials, envisioned by the newly formed ad hoc group 
Americans for Gay Rights, and to get them broadcast in New 
Hampshire. 

Urnovitz is not a politician, but he said that he shared the group’s 
goals. “We want to know what president has got the guts to stand up 
to the National Institutes of Health and say: You guys are out of jobs. 
You have completely boondoggled and blown tens of billions of dol¬ 
lars, untold number of lives, scientific careers smashed to hell. Game 
over. When are you going to make AIDS a national issue? It’s the 
number one killer of people between 25 and 44. This is ridiculous.”

SF ‘Targeted’ in Senate 
Ryan White Hearings

The two original principal 
cosponsors of the Ryan White 
CARE Act in 1990 came back 
to the Senate Committee on 
Labor and Human Resources to 
support its reauthorization 
Wednesday, February 22. 

“I believe it is vital,” lead 
witness Senator Orrin Hatch (R- 
Utah) testified. “Often the fund¬ 
ing provides for models of HIV 
service delivery that are consid¬ 
ered to be some of the most suc¬ 
cessful healthcare delivery 
models in the United States.” 


“We cannot afford quick 
fixes that pit those in need 
against each other,” warned 
Senator Ted Kennedy (D- 
Massachusetts), the next wit¬ 
ness to testify. “Congress and 
the AIDS community must put 
aside political, geographic, and 
institutional differences to face 
the challenge squarely and suc¬ 
cessfully.” 

Senator Nancy Kassebaum 
(R-Kansas), who now chairs the 
committee and hearings, said, “I 
realize that formula changes 
inevitably lead to tensions

‘Satanic’ Murderer of Gay 
Man Convicted

On Friday, February 17, a 
San Francisco Superior Court 
jury found Robert Anderson, 
27, guilty of second degree 
murder for stabbing a local 62- 
year-old gay man to death ten 
years ago. 

Anderson was found guilty 
by the Department 28 jury of 
murdering Jack Greisman on 
May 13, 1985 in Greisman’s 
apartment at 2530 39th Avenue. 
He now faces a 16 years-to-life 
term in state prison. 

Anderson was arrested in 
1993 in New Hampshire and 
charged with murder after his 
out-of-state fingerprints were 
routinely run though the San 
Francisco Police Department’s 
Automated Fingerprint Identi¬ 
fication System, and a match 
was found for prints collected at 
the murder scene. 

Anderson told homicide 
inspectors in an off-the-tape 
statement, adjunct to his con¬ 
fession to the crime, that he was 
picked up by Greisman at a 
local bus stop that evening and 


went with him to his house for 
the night. 

The next morning, Anderson 
said, Greisman wanted to “nude 
wrestle” but he didn’t, and he 
told inspectors that while he 
was “choking out” the murder 
victim he was having a conver¬ 
sation with Satan and “asking 
the devil to help me.” 

Greisman died of multiple 
stab wounds to the liver and 
lungs. 

Anderson’s identification 
with Satanic worship is so 
intense that he had the Satanic 
symbol 666 tattooed on his 
forehead and an arm. His histo¬ 
ry with devil worship includes 
an animal sacrifice, according 
to Assistant District Attorney 
Bill Fazio, but Superior Court 
Judge Barbara J.R. Jones 
refused to allow the jury to hear 
about his prior conviction for 
cruelty to animals. 

A passionate defense by 
Assistant Public Defender 
Doug Rappaport attempted to 
raise reasonable doubt about 
Anderson’s confession and the 
police homicide investigation. 


“Irrespective of the verdict, 
the police homicide inspectors 
did less than an adequate job of 
investigation,” Rappaport told 
the Bay Area Reporter. He said 
police had his client’s finger¬ 
prints for more than a year before 
they issued an arrest warrant. 

Rappaport also said that 
retired homicide inspector 
Frank McCoy’s statement that 
he spent a brief five minutes 
reviewing the case before mak¬ 
ing his testimony last week 
“was an insult to the court, to 
the victim, and to my client.” 

Judge Jones felt compelled, 
based on the trial, to give the 
jury an instruction about volun¬ 
tary manslaughter, but after 
hearing the taped confession by 
Anderson and weighing the evi¬ 
dence, the jury returned the sec¬ 
ond degree murder verdict. 

“I’m pleased with the out¬ 
come,” Fazio told the B.A.R. 
“He may spend the rest of his 
life in prison.” 

Anderson won’t be eligible 
for parole until he serves at least 
15 years of the sentence. V 


Supes Continue Pressing on Ray Case

A hearing on the Tony Ray 
murder case has been scheduled 
next Tuesday, February 28, at 
10 a.m. before the San 
Francisco Board of 
Supervisors’ Health, Public 
Safety, and Environment 
Committee. Ray was gunned 
down on Polk Street in broad 
daylight last March, and no 
arrests have been made in the 
case, despite some 15 eyewit¬ 
nesses to the shooting. 

Supervisor Angela Alioto, 


who chairs the committee, met 
privately with Jan Streck, the 
victim’s mother, last week. 
Streck had flown to San 
Francisco from South Dakota to 
revive flagging awareness of the 
case. 

Supervisor Carole Migden 
earlier told Streck, the Bay Area 
Reporter , and Gary Johnson of 
a small ad hoc committee called 
the “Friends of Tony Ray” that 
she would ask for a hearing on 
the case. 

“We will get some cops there to 
answer some questions,” Michael 


Colbruno, Migden’s administra¬ 
tive assistant, told the B.A.R. 

Homicide Inspector Brad 
Nicholson, who inherited the 
case when two other detectives 
retired, was temporarily out last 
week and early this week on 
disability. But other officers 
were apparently active on the 
case. 

Lieutenant Gary Pisciotto of 
SFPD homicide said he was not 
able to be more specific, but 
told the B.A.R., “We have some¬ 
thing. We’re working on it. 
Something is being done.” T 


Volunteers Sought by Library 

‘Friends for Life’ Will Bring 
Books to Homebound PWAs

Another major call for volunteers has been 
issued. This time it’s to help provide library mate¬ 
rials to homebound San Francisco residents with 
AIDS. 

Homebound people with AIDS and HIV can 
have library books, as well as audio and video 
tapes, delivered to them as soon as adequate vol¬ 
unteers respond to the call put out by “Friends for 
Life,” the new program of the San Francisco 
Public Library. 

“It’s a great program - a new program - and we 
hope to have about 200 volunteers in place by the 
end of the first year,” Paul Signorelli, director of 
volunteer services for SFPL told the Bay Area 
Reporter Tuesday. “We’re recruiting volunteers 
now - and I hope to be swamped.” 

Eleanor Shapiro, spokeswoman with the 
SFPL’s community relations department, said the 
program fulfills a dream of Randy Galloway, a 
librarian who died of AIDS two years ago. In 1992 
Galloway approached Friends of the Library with 
the idea of Friends for Life, and discussions and 
planning followed. Ultimately, his dream was 
enthusiastically received and funds were raised in 
the autumn of 1993. “Randy’s dream was to be 
realized,” Shapiro said. 


“With federal funds administered through 
the California State Library, and with support 
from the Friends of the San Francisco Public 
Library, Friends for Life will serve the home- 
bound among the 7,000 city residents diag¬ 
nosed with HIV/AIDS,” Shapiro said. “Next 
year, the program will expand to include the 
homebound among 16,000 San Franciscans 
who suffer from other terminal and chronic dis¬ 
eases.” 

“San Francisco leads the country when it 
comes to providing medical and social services for 
people with AIDS,” added Karen Strauss, Friends 
for Life coordinator. “But homebound people 
need more than food and medicine. Cultural nour¬ 
ishment can also help them stay alive.” 

As the only program of its kind in 
California, Strauss said. Friends for Life aims 
to be a model throughout the state and the rest 
of the country. 

Volunteers will receive comprehensive training 
by health care providers and library staff. The pro¬ 
gram will then match the volunteers with clients 
referred by AIDS service organizations. ▼

Shanti To End Programs at SFGH

Shanti Project’s historic peer-based 
emotional support program for people 
with AIDS at San Francisco General 
Hospital will be discontinued at the end 
of March, the Bay Area Reporter 
learned from Gloria Sandoval, the 
agency’s executive director. 

The program will be eliminated at a 
savings of $233,000, said Mitch Katz, 
M.D., director of the San Francisco 
Health Department’s AIDS Office. 

Katz said the hospital peer-based Shanti 
program “was a valuable program, and will 
be missed,” but budget realities made the 
elimination of the program essential. 

With a $640 million annual budget, 
the Health Department is facing an esti¬ 
mated $35 million deficit and must 
continue to economize, Katz said. 

“We’re very disappointed by loss of 
the hospital services,” Sandoval said. 
“We hope to work with the AIDS 
Office so that people who are hospital¬ 


ized will still have access to our other 
services even after the service at the 
hospital is no longer in existence.” 

“It’s a worthy program. I don’t think 
the services will be as good. But the hos¬ 
pital will be able to provide appropriate 
care through nurses, social workers, and 
physicians,” Katz told the B.A.R. 

The decision to cut the program, 
which serves an estimated 600 hospital- 
based clients a year, has caused an 
uproar among Shanti volunteers and 
people with AIDS who say the service 
helped support them when they were 
diagnosed and helped many of their 
friends die without fear. 

“Who is going to be there to hold 
my hand when I have my first bout of 
PCP?” one person with AIDS asked the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

“Who is going to help the family 
and friends of people in the hospital? 
Are they going to have to cry on the 
shoulder of the closest wall?” he asked. 
“This is outrageous.” 


The loss of the hospital services com¬ 
ponent comes just as Shanti announced 
that it was restructuring its Client Services 
Department, which includes the merger of 
its Tenderloin-based Crossings Program 
and the Volunteer Services Program into a 
single effort. 

The agency may also absorb AIDS 
Indigent Direct Services, a troubled pro¬ 
gram serving homeless and indigent peo¬ 
ple with AIDS whose board has decided 
not to renew contracts with the city. 

The plans include simplified client 
intakes systems, information and refer¬ 
ral and crises intervention services - 
available at the client’s home if needed. 

Shanti volunteers will remain a crit¬ 
ical component of the agency’s ability 
to deliver services to people with HIV 
and AIDS, Sandoval said. 

The reorganization was the recent 
subject of an unsigned letter, allegedly 
from Shanti volunteers, expressing dis¬ 
satisfaction with the changes in service 
delivery and internal restructuring. ▼

She has also been on the forefront 
of hate crimes statistics, according to Anita 
Williams, a staffperson in Lee’s office. 

“She’s been so supportive of gay issues,” 
said Tara Kelly, president of the East Bay 
Lesbian and Gay Democratic Club.

however, that we could approach that question of funding 
distribution with a view toward making assistance avail¬ 
able where it is most needed by individuals. To the extent 
that the needs have changed, the law should change as 
well.” 

“It is critical for the health of rural Americans to be able 
to access the same level of care that people in more urban 
sites have available,” said Dr. Donna E. Sweet of the 
University of Kansas School of Medicine. “In order to do 
that, there should be expansion of funds in Ryan White 
Title II and 111(B).” 

“It is important not to count dead people,” Sweet said, 
zeroing in on the formula by which largest portion of Ryan 


White money is disbursed, which is based on the cumula¬ 
tive AIDS case load - about 60 percent of whom are now 
dead - and not on the current number of living PWAs. It 
has skewed funding in favor of first wave cities like San 
Francisco, and left little for areas hit later by the epidemic, 
argued Doug Nelson of the Campaign for Fairness in Ryan 
White CARE Act Funding, a coalition of AIDS organiza¬ 
tions outside of the original infection epicenters. 

This “inequity in funding per living AIDS case” ranges 
from $6,495 in San Francisco to less than $ 1,200 in cities 
like Memphis, he said. 

“San Francisco has been targeted. It was clearly identi¬ 
fied today as the problem city, as opposed to the model 
city,” said Mike Shriver of Mobilization Against AIDS 
after the hearing. 

“San Francisco is not going to be able to walk away 
from this reauthorization unharmed,” he said. T 
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Tensions Escalate Between 
SFAF Management, Workers

Union activists working at the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation held a Wednesday, February 22 
lunch-hour union rally in front of SFAF offices at 
10 U.N. Plaza to call attention to their organizing 
work. The rally agenda featured a variety of labor 
and immigrants rights speakers including Jorge 
Cortinez; Walter Johnson of the San Francisco 
Labor Council; Sal Rosello of SEIU Local 250; 
Berta Hernandez, a member of the board of the 
needle exchange group HIV Prevention Point; and 
Supervisor Tom Ammiano. 

The relationship between workers - with Local 
790A of the Service Employees International 
Union - and management has deteriorated since 
the foundation unionized last April and as the two 
sides have discussed contract bargaining issues 
over the past ten months. Those issues have includ¬ 
ed domestic partners healthcare coverage for 
workers - which has been settled - and an end to 
workers’ “at will” employment contracts with the 
agency. 

The union is also seeking a six percent annual 
cost of living increase for SFAF employees, a 
grievance procedure that includes union presence 
in employee matters including employee evalua¬ 
tions, and non-termination disciplines. 

Three Hispanic former employees have com¬ 
plained to state authorities about perceived bias at 
the foundation, including Carlos Petroni, who was 
terminated on February 1. Petroni, who is from 
Argentina, charges that he was fired without due 


process and has said in press accounts that he was 
fired because of racial bias and because of his 
“union activism.” But other sources have told the 
Bay Area Reporter that Petroni was fired for 
allegedly threatening a woman staffer at the foun¬ 
dation with violence. 

Petroni has consistently denied in press 
accounts that he threatened anyone. He has said 
the charge was leveled after he “had a conversation 
with another employee” about work-related prob¬ 
lems, included a discussion of “inflated numbers” 
the worker had tallied concerning volunteers and 
“inflated units of service” the hotline was provid¬ 
ing to the city’s AIDS Office. 

“I cannot comment on personnel matters 
involving individual employees. It is against the 
law for me to discuss the reasons for an employ¬ 
ee’s termination,” said SFAF executive director Pat 
Christen. 

However, Christen said that the foundation has 
clearly stated personnel policies and told the Bay 
Area Reporter that verbal threats and harassment 
or acts of violence and sexual harassment directed 
to other employees are grounds for termination, as 
is employee theft. 

Christen denounced what she called a ‘smear 
campaign’ by former employees. 

“I am appalled at the level of lies, distortions 
and deceitfulness practiced in this latest anti-AIDS 
Foundation campaign. What we are witnessing is a 
shameful and offensive exploitation of race, gen¬ 
der, HIV disease and gay rights solely to promote

New Name, New Exec, 
New Location for ARIS

Santa Clara County’s primary HIV/AIDS edu¬ 
cation and service organization, the former Aris 
Project, has seen many changes of late. In the last 
few months alone it has acquired a new executive 
director, a new location, a mostly new name - the 
acronym ARIS (AIDS Resources, Information and 
Services) has replaced what was called the Aris 
Project - and a new logo. 

What hasn’t changed is the help provided at 
ARIS. Available services include HIV prevention 
education, support services for people with HIV 
and those affected by the disease, food baskets for 
low income people with AIDS, and housing for 
people with AIDS, Tom Myers, ARIS spokesman, 
said. All ARIS services are provided free or at low 
cost. 

On February 15 San Jose Mayor Susan 
Hammer cut a giant ribbon (red, naturally) to offi¬ 
cially open the non-profit agency’s new facilities, 
including rooms large enough for training activi¬ 
ties and food basket preparation. That ceremony 
was followed by an open house at the new offices, 
located at 1550 The Alameda, Suite 100, in San 
Jose. 

Also this month, ARIS Board President Mark 
Bonine announced Norman W. Robinson had been 


appointed executive director. He replaces Bob 
Sorenson, who left ARIS last July. Mitchell Zahn, 
associate director of ARIS, served as interim exec¬ 
utive director. 

Robinson came to ARIS from the Senior 
Coordinating Council of the Palo Alto Area and 
currently serves on the Palo Alto Area Red Cross 
and Stanford Hillel 
Foundation boards of 
directors. He is a onetime 
director of the Senior 
Center and the Experience 
Corps, before which he 
was associate dean of stu¬ 
dent affairs at Stanford 
University. 

A native of Mass¬ 
achusetts, Robinson moved 
to California 28 years ago 
to obtain his Ph.D. at 
Stanford. He still lives on 
the Stanford campus. 

“I feel privileged to be 
the executive director of 
such an important organization,” Robinson said. 
“ARIS has a dedicated staff of 18 professionals 
and over 500 volunteers who do wonderful 
work.” T

Ministers Urge More 
Opposition to Radical Right

San Francisco got a lesson in intolerance 
Tuesday, February 21 when a group of ministers 
spoke about America’s religious right. They paint¬ 
ed a picture of a highly organized and sometimes 
fanatical cabal that uses the Bible to justify its anti¬ 
gay and anti-abortion stance. 

The ministers spoke to the Lesbian, Gay, 
Bisexual, Transgender Advisory Committee, a 
group that reports directly to San Francisco’s 
Human Rights Commission. 

“When the Bible is read wrong it can oppress 
anyone,” said Reverend Yvette Flunder of the City 
of Refuge Community Church. She said that the 
African-American Church is being co-opted - 
used to support an economic and political assault 
on the black community. 

Reverend Karen Oliveto of Bethany United 
Methodist Church said that in the past decade the 
religious right has moved from a reactionary agen¬ 
da to a proactive stance. By carefully changing its 
language, it moved from pro-abortion to pro-life, 
and from anti-woman to pro-family. At the same 


time it has managed to portray itself as a victim of 
a militant homosexual agenda, and framed gay 
civil rights as a case of “special rights.” 

And with its built-in audience that meets every 
Sunday morning, Oliveto said the religious right 
has managed to successfully support candidates in 
elections across the country. 

According to Reverend Jeff Johnson of the First 
United Lutheran Church, members of the religious 
community need to speak out more often against 
the anti-gay agenda. And he said that by giving the 
religious right equal time to speak, it will quickly 
expose its hate-filled agenda. 

There to refute the gay positive ministers was 
David Innes of the Hamilton Square Baptist 
Church. Innes, best known for his rhetoric attack¬ 
ing the gay community, said they had presented an 
“interesting” picture of the right, and that all reli¬ 
gions need to enter a more productive dialogue. 

At the same meeting LGBTAC approved five 
new candidates for board membership. The nomi¬ 
nations will move to the Human Rights 
Commission for approval. ▼

Unfortunately it’s true: the 
Marin AIDS Project will com¬ 
memorate ten years of service, 
compassion, and love with its 
special “Ten Years of Caring 
Benefit” on Saturday, March 11 
at the Corinthian Yacht Club in 
Tiburon. Cleve Jones, founder 
of the NAMES Project AIDS 
Memorial Quilt, will be keynote 
speaker, and best-selling Marin 
County author Anne Lamott 
will be MC. 

Top Marin chefs will prepare 
a celebration of food, said Diane 
Purgiel, director of development 
for Marin AIDS Project. She 
identified the chefs and their 
restaurants as Stephen Sim¬ 
mons, of Bubba’s Restaurant in 


San Anselmo; Mark Franz, for¬ 
merly of Stars in the city; Glenn 
Miwa, of Comforts in San 
Anselmo; Heidi Krahling, of 
Smith’s Ranch in San Rafael; 
and the Corinthian Yacht Club 
staff. 

Following the dinner and 
program, an anticipated 250 
guests will dance to the music of 
Clarence Clemmons and his 
band. 

Marin County has the sec¬ 
ond-highest per capita incidence 
of AIDS in California, Purgiel 
said. The Marin AIDS Project 
provides direct services to men, 
women, teens, and children liv¬ 
ing with HIV/AIDS, and offers 
HIV educational programs to 
help prevent the transmission of 
HIV in Marin County. 

“What we’re really pushing 
here is HIV prevention among 
the youth of Marin County. Teen 
AIDS cases in the U.S. double 
every 14 months,” Purgiel told 


the Bay Area Reporter. 

More than 325 volunteers 
assist the paid staff in providing 
a wide variety of services. 

One of the Marin AIDS 
Project’s intriguing efforts has 
been working for the past three 
years in cooperation with the 
University of California San 
Francisco Center for AIDS 
Prevention Studies (CAPS) on a 
pilot program at San Quentin 
Prison (located in Marin) in peer 
education, trying to get inmates 
to educate each other about 
AIDS, Purgiel said. 

Funds raised from the March 
11 event will benefit men, 
women, and children living with 
AIDS, as well as prevention 
education programs. T

Presidents’ Daze 


I t didn’t escape our notice that 
San Francisco - our much- 
maligned leftward-turning 
city almost completely sur¬ 
rounded by a rightward-turn¬ 
ing country - had the best 
weather in America for Presidents’ 
Day. As it should. This is a city that 
deserves it, for we still remember the 
point of the holiday. 

Just as we think Newt “Build An¬ 
other Orphanage” Gingrich should be 
denied the pleasures of Christmas 
and A Christmas Carol until he 
understands their messages, we think 
the GOP constituency should have to 
suffer inclement Presidents’ Days 
until they realize it’s ridiculous to 
honor people like Washington and 
Lincoln if they’re going to seriously 
suggest electing people like Bob 
Dole and Phil Gramm. Ditto the 
Dems and Bill Clinton. 

(And while we’re on the subject of 
holidays, a crummy St. Pat’s Day to 
NYC and Boston, for excluding us.) 

Dole and Gramm and Pat Buchan¬ 
an and other members of the thunder¬ 
ing GOP herd were, of course, spend¬ 
ing President’s Day in New Hamp¬ 
shire, 21 months before the next pres¬ 
idential election, trying to drum up 
support for their various bids. Not by 
being presidential, mind you, but by 
being visible in front of microphones 
and behind podiums and in receiving 
lines. It might be disturbing to think 
they have nothing better to do, except 
that they’re even more disturbing 
when they do what they do. Perhaps 
it’s just as well they were all in one 
place where they could do relatively 
little to harm the American way of 
life - except for releasing all that 
belched methane gas into our envi¬ 
ronment. 

As we said, the presidents we cel¬ 
ebrate this time of year were radical¬ 
ly different from the breed that we 
seem to get these days. Certainly 
Lincoln never relied on poll results to 
decide whether he should sign the 
Emancipation Proclamation; Wash¬ 
ington (despite his own megaloma¬ 
nia) was capable of leading a country 
to freedom against appalling odds. 
However history treats Bill Clinton, 
it’s hard to imagine he’ll inspire the 
kind of reverence the nation now 
feels - or pretends to feel - about 
those two predecessors. 

The problem with Clinton is not 
that he doesn’t want to be presiden¬ 
tial, we suspect, but that he never 


took the initiative to do so when it 
was his prerogative. From the begin¬ 
ning of the far right’s resistance to 
gays in the milirary he allowed him¬ 
self to be treated like a substitute 
president, or a stopgap between the 
last Reagan regime and the next one. 

So what we have is a sub, and 
every bully who ever went to public 
school knows what that means. When 
the GOP looked around for an easy 
target to beat up, the lesbian and gay 
community stood out like, well, like 
the lesbian and gay kids that get beat¬ 
en up in schools every day. 

And like the substitute teachers 
who only want to get their temporary 
tenure over with, Clinton is providing 
no help whatsoever. 

The time to have made his author¬ 
ity known is, we fear, long past. It 
would be such a leap for Clinton to 
come down solidly on the rights of 
gay people or PWAs or, in fact, any 
other enemy of the far right, that we 
frankly can’t imagine it happening. 
So the bullies continue to run the 
classroom and those of us who are 
different are left to fend for ourselves. 

Is there a bright spot? Maybe. Now 
that the Supreme Court has agreed to 
hear the Amendment Two case and 
the Boston St. Pat’s case, it is possible 
(albeit none too likely) that the judi¬ 
cial branch of government will fill the 
leadership vacuum left by Clinton. 

The court is still solidly right-lean¬ 
ing, but we do hope the force of law 
will prevail, as it occasionally does in 
unpopular causes. We cannot imagine 
the court, even one led by Rehnquist, 
failing to see how Amendment Two 
runs contrary to the foundations upon 
which the country was built. 

One more thing. We recently spoke 
with a young man who had the special 
outrage of one who grew up in the rel¬ 
atively gay-friendly environment of 
the past ten years, who complained 
about the increasing bravado of ho¬ 
mophobic hackers at America Online. 
What he didn’t want to hear - and 
who can blame him? - is that the gay 
baiting, frequently violent in tone, is a 
problem for AOL to correct, but it is, 
unfortunately, only a symptom. 

The illness it signifies is, unfortu¬ 
nately, terrifyingly prevalent. The fact 
that it wasn’t this bad before doesn’t 
hide the fact that we have our work 
cut out for us now. It’s all around us, 
and if we don’t keep fighting it, as 
they say on AOL, “ :-( ” ▼

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SF AIDS Foundation on Its Mission 

Service to those affected by HIV is central to 
every aspect of our work at the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation. We strive to assist individuals in mak¬ 
ing informed personal choices about the services 
they receive, the housing they live in, the medical 
care they require, the treatment information they 
request, and the safe sex and injection drug use 
information they seek out. We share a profound 
commitment to improve the quality of life and pro¬ 
tect the human dignity of those we serve. As mem¬ 
bers of the board of directors, we realize that an 
informed, personal choice for persons affected by 
HIV disease is at the heart of our mission. 

In April of 1994, employees of the Foundation 
elected to unionize through a process of informed 
personal choice. We respect and abide by their 
decision. We have pledged to bargain in good faith 
with the union. By the employees’ choice, and as 
required by the National Labor Relations Act, the 
union is now the exclusive representative for the 
bargaining unit employees in matters pertaining to 
their terms and conditions of employment. 

In an effort to facilitate our ability to bargain in 
good faith with the union, we have vested authority 
to negotiate a management negotiating team. We 
have full confidence in the commitment of our nego¬ 
tiating team to complete this process with integrity. 
Until we have a signed contract with the union, the 
negotiating team collectively will be the sole voice in 
discussions of any kind with bargaining unit employ¬ 
ees on matters potentially related to our contract pro¬ 
posal. We believe the process we have established 
provides the clearest and most expeditious mecha¬ 
nism for us to bargain in good faith with the union. 
Until a contract is in place, our existing policies and 
procedures are available to address staff concerns 
about the work environment. If for whatever reason 
staff believe the existing mechanisms are insuffi¬ 
cient, they are also able to pursue their concerns 
through the National Labor Relations Board. 

In the meantime, we will continue our unwaver¬ 
ing commitment to support programs, services, 
and public policies that protect and enhance the 
personal choices and options available to our 
clients. Only in this way can we hope to hasten an 
end to the HIV pandemic.

Care Unit Cost Formulas 

Being a healthcare provider, I feel it is my 
responsibility to inform the community of the lack 
of proper care and compassion which any person 
with any illness may be subjected to. That is, if an 
individual’s situation requires admission to a 
health care facility regulated by the guidelines of 
“Title 22.” Although I may be placing my employ¬ 
ment at risk, I must voice my concern. 

As an R.N. working at St. Mary’s Medical 
Center’s “Care Unit,” I am required to function 
under the current guidelines. At this time the num¬ 
ber of nursing staff scheduled for any given shift is 
at the discretion of the facility’s management. It 
appears to be a common practice among facilities 
in this category to staff each shift according to the 
number of patients and/or various “income vs. 
cost” formulas. The level of care required by each 
patient is not seriously taken into consideration. 
This is totally unacceptable and we must demand 
change. We are being forced to provide what I con¬ 
sider inadequate nursing care. For many of our res¬ 
idents, the care unit is their home and they will be 
dependent on our staff to satisfy their needs until 
the moment of death. We are unable to properly 
satisfy their needs on a consistent basis. Our resi¬ 
dents live in an unsafe emotional environment. 
Although our staff members are dedicated to our 
career specialty, HIV dementia, we have remained 
silent out of fear. We are fearful that our unit will 
be closed. We are afraid of jeopardizing our liveli¬ 
hood. I can no longer remain silent. 

I have voiced my concerns to my immediate 
supervisors and to nursing administration. No 
acceptable corrective action has been taken thus far. 
Therefore, I publicly ask the administrators of St. 
Mary’s Medical Center, the Sisters of Mercy and 
Catholic Healthcare West to renew your commit¬ 
ment to “Service Excellence”. Be a leader in health 
care reform with our client’s safety and overall well¬ 
being as the focus. Be willing to say with conviction 
“...We’re kinder than that.” This situation can be 
corrected today by all health care facilities operating 
under the guidelines of Title 22. There is no need to 
await official mandates concerning this issue. 

I ask the Department of Health Services to ac¬ 
knowledge their responsibility to correct this situation. 

I ask the community to voice your concern 
loudly! We can make a difference.

Given that AZT and similar drugs are very toxic, 
given that my doctors have always promoted good 
nutrition and proper exercise, given that HIV does 
attack the CD4 helper cells, and given that one may 
not believe in the efficacy of nontraditional medi¬ 
cine, what does one do when T4 cells have fallen to 
dangerously low counts leaving one open for any 
and all sorts of opportunistic diseases? 

It is ironic that the letter by Messrs. Silvia &

“UCLA: Evidence ‘Strongly Suggests [HIV] ... is 
Directly (emphasis mine) Causing’ AIDS.” Their 
rejection of trigger mechanisms is just as danger¬ 
ous as some drugs currently available. 

I agree that too much of anything is bad for you, 
but let us not totally reject traditional medicine just 
because of a baffling problem. Many diseases have 
been cured or prevented by traditional medicine 
and AIDS will be too. We need to look at every¬ 
thing however and need not to be so hostile 
towards traditional medicine. There is value in 
everything.

Longterm Realities 

Karen Klinger’s article, “Scientists Look at 
Longterm Survivors Of HIV” ( Bay Area Reporter, 
Feb. 2) was just another attempt by the medical 
establishment to drum up more money (as in prof¬ 
its) for some expensive and very unnecessary 
research. 

The article starts out by stating that, “For rea¬ 
sons that are not understood, some people infected 
with HIV can live healthy lives - with no symp¬ 
toms for many years.” Oh come on, “reasons not 
understood,” most people in the local gay commu¬ 
nity know people who are longterm survivors, and 
the reasons are quiet apparent (except if you are a 
medical doctor). 

There are over 1,000 longterm survivors of HIV 
in San Francisco and over 10,000 in the United 
States. The basic reason that stands out is the fact 
that these survivors did not really follow the advice 
of AIDS doctors and the PC queens (our leaders). 

The longterm survivors that I have talked to (42 
people) followed one of two paths, after they test¬ 
ed positive for HIV. 1. They went in for the stan¬ 
dard treatment (with AZT, etc.) for a very limited 
amount of time, until they realized that taking such 
toxic drugs was killing them. They then dropped 
such treatment. 

2. They did not seek the standard treatment for 
HIV. 

Such longterm survivors decided to follow a 
more natural and realistic treatment program. They 
(in many different ways) simply decided to clean 
up their act and keep good care of themselves. 
They did things such as get regular exercise, stop 
drinking and taking drugs, eat wholesome food, 
stop burning the candle at both ends, and get 
involved in longterm, caring relationships. 

These longterm survivors are the only people 
who are running a successful AIDS treatment pro¬ 
gram, but are the medical doctors listening, NO!

Connect the Dots 

Yesterday I read two related articles. The 
Chronicle (2/4/95) reports a protest against KSFO 
radio for airing anti-gay broadcasts.

Calling All Liberals

Gay History at Auschwitz 

Recent articles about the 50th anniversary of the 
liberation of the Nazi-run concentration camp at 
Auschwitz-Birkenau overlooked the fate of homo¬ 
sexual inmates. Greatly outnumbered by the Jewish 
victims of the Holocaust, gay men were nonetheless 
hunted by the Nazi SS and placed in concentration 
camps. There, they were mostly shunned by other 
prisoners, often forced to perform the most arduous 
and dangerous work, and subjected to malicious 
“treatments” and experiments by their captors. 

Tragically, homosexual prisoners were not lib¬ 
erated along with the other Holocaust survivors 
when Russian troops captured Auschwitz- 
Birkenau in 1945. Instead, they were transferred to 
Russian prisons to serve additional sentences. 
Some jurists of the American and British liberation 
armies also transferred homosexual concentration 
camp survivors to prison for their homosexuality. 

Paragraph 175, the law under which homosexu¬ 
als were arrested by the Nazis, remained in effect in 
East Germany until 1967 and in West Germany until 
1969. Today, here in the United States, anti-gay 
prejudice is still so powerful that citizens can be 
imprisoned for homosexual acts, and gays and les¬ 
bians can have their jobs, their homes and their chil¬ 
dren legally taken from them. Anti-gay politicians 
publicly pronounce the imagined evils of homosex¬ 
uals, call for their oppression, and justify the denial 
of their Constitutional rights. Meanwhile, the vast 
well-meaning populace stands by passively, or 
looks the other way, pretending not to be complicit. 

I’m ashamed that after 50 years, we haven’t yet 
learned the lessons of the Holocaust.

ready for the toughest mission 
of my life.” (God isn’t the only 
one who can predict the out¬ 
come of this joke, you certifi¬ 
able nutcase.)

hile America 
Online (AOL) con¬ 
tinues to attract 
L/G/B/T users in 
record numbers, there are alter¬ 
natives to the commercial 
online services. The most excit¬ 
ing area on the Internet - and 
the fastest growing - is the 
World Wide Web (WWW). 

If you’ve never accessed 
these “Web sites,” then you are 
missing out on some amazing 
new uses for your 
computer/modem. WWW is a 
cyberuniverse of hypertext- 
interlinked pages that contain 
text, graphics, photos, video 
clips, and sound. You’ll have to 
see it to fully grasp what it is. 

You can access a Web home 
page in San Francisco, then link 
up with another home page in 
New York, Rio de Janeiro, 
Paris, or Berlin. It may sound 
difficult, but it’s really not. 
Hypertext links are reached by 
simply clicking on highlighted 
text with the mouse. 

Examples of some WWW 
home page URLs (Uniform 
Resource Locator) or online 
addresses are: the White House 
(http://www.whitehouse.gov) 
and WIRED magazine 

(http://www.hotwired.com). 

The best place on the WWW 
for gays is the Queer Resources 
Directory (QRD). You can 
access QRD’s Web site by typ¬ 
ing this URL: 

http://vector.casti.eom/QRD/.ht 


ml/QRD-home-page.html. You 
don’t have to know what all that 
means, but URLs must be typed 
exactly, or they will bring up 
nothing but an error message. 

QRD’s vision statement 
declares that “QRD is an elec¬ 
tronic research library specifi¬ 
cally dedicated to sexual 
minorities - groups which have 
traditionally been labeled as 
‘queer’ and systematically dis¬ 
criminated against. As a library, 
our function is to provide as 
much information as possible 
on every facet and issue relating 
to sexual minorities.”

Subjects in QRD include 
HIV and AIDS Information, 
Gays in the Military, Queer 
Happenings, NGLTF’s Fight 
the Right Action Kit, 
Homosexuality and Religion, 
Queer Youth, Queer Families, 
GLAAD newsletters. 

Companies and Organizations 
that Provide Domestic Partner 
Benefits, Transcripts of 
Important Legal Opinions, 
Openly Queer Elected and 
Appointed Officials, Collection 
of Queer Images, Queer and 
Queer-Friendly Businesses, 
Queer Periodicals, What’s Gay 
in TV This Week, Books from 
Alyson Publications, and much, 
much more. 

In addition, QRD lists other 
gay Web sites at colleges, non¬ 


profit organizations, business¬ 
es, and so forth. For instance, 
the International Association of 
Gay Square Dance Clubs now 
has a home page. So does 
GLAAD/Dallas. There’s also a 
list of Transgendered 
Resources. 

Who funds QRD? “At the 
current time, the QRD enjoys 
the ability to provide all infor¬ 
mation services free of charge. 
This situation is made possible 
by the generous private dona¬ 
tions of our staff’s time, our 
many hosts’ equipment, and 
shared network connections. 
The QRD is not funded by any 
single person or organization, 
nor any public source.”

From Seattle comes word that state Senator Cal 
Anderson, 46, the Legislature’s only openly gay 
lawmaker, has announced that he’s had HIV for 
many years and now suffers from non-Hodgkin’s 
lymphoma as a complication of AIDS. However, 
the senator says that he will continue working at 
his legislative duties. ▼

third person to rent a mail box at 
a new gay-owned business 
known as PO PLUS, located at 
584 Castro Street. Now Downey 
and business partner Paul C. 
Moffett own the place. 

Moffett was Mr. 
Washington D.C. Eagle in 
1984, and was in national 
leather competition in Chicago 
the same year. He and Downey 
bought PO PLUS at the end of 
August last year, from the estate 
of J.D. Larson, another gay 
man, who started the business in 
June, 1982. It was on the second 
floor at that time, and was one 
of the very first businesses of 
this type in the U.S. 

The business is now on the 
ground floor, having moved 
down about five years ago. 
Extensive remodeling and mod¬ 
ernizing are currently underway, 
and the new owners are bringing 
in the latest equipment. 

PO PLUS is an approved 
shipping point for both Fed Ex 
and UPS, and is computerized 
for both. They also do much of 
what the U. S. Postal Service 
does, so why stand in line? PO 
PLUS sells stamps, handles 
metered mail, and does mailings 
for large organizations. And the 
service, whether from the men 
or from out lesbian Evelyn 
Thomas, is much friendlier. 
“We believe very much in being 
supportive of all of our commu¬ 
nity,” Downey told the B.A.R. 

Throughout the upgrades and 


modernizations, store manager 
Blake Robertson has provided 
continuity for about five years 
and the main business of PO 
PLUS has remained the box 
rentals. Customers who rent PO 
PLUS mailboxes can use either 
the Castro Street address or a 
P.O. Box address, depending on 
their situation, and may access 
them seven days a week, 24 
hours a day. 

PO PLUS also offers pack¬ 
ing, domestic and international 
shipping, notary public, faxing 
and copying, office supplies, 
cards, keys, and laminating.

Mr. Butt Head Signs Off

San Francisco is a little safer today than it 
was last week. Radio host J. Paul Emerson is - 
for now - off the air. On February 15th, he was 
fired from KSFO’s all-conservative, all-bigot 
“Hot Talk” line-up. 

For the last few weeks, Emerson has used his 
morning broadcasts to spew homophobic and 
racist hate. Arguing that HIV is transmitted 
casually, through coughing, Emerson called for 
the forced imprisonment of people with AIDS. 
He labeled gay men “sick butt humpers” and 
described Japanese-Americans as “rotten and 
filthy.” And he called just about everyone who 
wasn’t white, male, and Republican a “butt 
head ” 

As for those who dared to disagree with his 
views, Emerson advocated - on air, and with all 
seriousness - that they be shot rather than 
lynched. Rope, he explained, is actually more 
expensive than bullets. 

Hate speech, like all public communication, 
has its consequences. However, Emerson and 
his hate radio cohorts never want to talk about 
consequences. They want to shout about their 
rights, while ignoring their responsibilities. 

When San Francisco’s first openly-gay 
supervisor - Harvey Milk - was shot and killed 
in 1978, various theories were brought forth in 
an attempt to answer the Big Question - 
“Why?” 

Of course. Milk’s murderer - Dan White - 
made his now infamous “Twinkle Defense.” 
White wanted us to believe that, because he ate 
too much junk food, he became depressed and 
killed Harvey Milk. 

In fact, White was a homophobic bigot and 
Milk’s murder was a hate crime. 

Not coincidentally, at the same time that 
Harvey Milk was murdered, Anita Bryant was 
on her national crusade against gays. The 
washed-out singer was traveling the country 
and warning Americans about the “homosexual 
menace.” In response, lesbian performer Robin 
Tyler made an important observation, connect¬ 
ing Milk’s murder and Bryant’s campaign. She 
said: “Dan White may have fired the gun that 
killed Harvey Milk, but Anita Bryant loaded the 
bullets.” 

Almost 20 years after Harvey Milk’s 
death, the gunfire can still be heard. Recently, 
a gay man was shot on the streets of San 
Francisco...simply for holding hands with his 
lover. 

Now who loaded the bullets into that gun? 

Media “professionals” like J. Paul Emerson, 
who use the public airwaves to whip up homo- 
phobic hysteria, provide the ammunition. 
These bigots of broadcasting - and those who 
pay their salaries - must not be allowed to 
claim any innocence. Their hateful tirades 
make it unsafe for lesbian and gay people to 
walk the streets, ride a bus, or simply hold 
hands. 

Hate speech is certainly no crime. 
Unfortunately, its effects often are. 

KSFO’s management has remained silent on 
the matter of Emerson’s firing, though they 
vocally defended him while he was on staff and 
on the air. It appears, in fact, that Emerson was 
fired because he turned his vitriol against his 
own business, criticizing sister station KGO 
(owned by ABC/Capital Cities, which also 
owns KSFO). 

When Emerson called lesbians and gays 
“butt heads,” that was just fine with KSFO. But 
when he called his boss a “butt head,” Emerson 
got the ax. So much for professional ethics in 
broadcasting. 

Clearly, KSFO’s current format will contin¬ 
ue to be a breeding ground for homophobia; the 
station’s corporate culture is a bigots’ sandbox. 
Even in the wake of Emerson’s departure, it is 
important that lesbians and gays keep listening 
and, most importantly, keep talking back to hate 
talk radio.

Nestle ... Not So Sweet! 

A refreshing list of major companies lined 
up to purchase advertising spots during the 
recent broadcast of Serving in Silence. The 
made-for-television movie was shown by NBC 
on February 6th and affirmatively depicted the 
life story of Margarethe Cammenneyer, who 
was booted out of the U.S. Army for being a les¬ 
bian. 

Not on the list of proud sponsors, however, 
was Nestle USA. The cowardly company 
specifically pulled its advertising from the 
movie. According to Laurie MacDonald, 
Nestle’s Vice President of Corporate Affairs, her 
company adheres to a policy of not advertising 
on programs “deemed by a majority of the pub¬ 
lic to be controversial or not widely accepted.” 

Citing the same policy. Nestle also refused to 
sponsor last year’s gay wedding episode of 
Northern Exposure (CBS, May 2). 

Such an advertising policy is an open invita¬ 
tion to homophobes, letting them know that 
every time they turn our lives into a “controver¬ 
sy,” Nestle will back away from doing the right 
thing. 

Moreover, the decision to forego advertising 
on Serving in Silence actually helps to perpetu¬ 
ate the “controversial” and “not widely accept¬ 
ed” status of homosexuality in our society. 
Nestle is, in effect, creating the very problem 
the company claims to be avoiding.

Pelosi Holds Public Meeting on Arts Funding

Arts Funding Action Alert 

A national coalition of arts and cultural organizations has 
declared Tuesday, March 14, a national advocacy day to save fed¬ 
eral funding for the arts. Arts advocates from across the country 
will be convening in Washington, D.C. to lobby Congress to save 
the National Endowment for the Arts, the National Endowment for 
the Humanities and the Corporation for Public Broadcasting. 

Individuals and organizations are also being encouraged to con¬ 
tact their senators and representatives on or before March 14 to 
voice their support for continued federal funding for the arts and 
public broadcasting. 

Several national arts organizations have established call-in lines 
that allow individuals to send either pre-written or self-composed 
mailgrams to their lawmakers. Charges for the mailgrams are 
billed to callers' home phone numbers. 

• To send pre-written Western Union mailgrams to your repre¬ 
sentative and senators, call 1-800-651-1575. The cost for the three 
mailgrams is $9.50. 

• To compose your own mailgrams, call 1-900-370-9000 
between 9 a.m. and 10 p.m.

Beating a rhythmic tattoo on 
the podium at Fort Mason 
Conference Center last Saturday, 
February 18, U.S. 

Representative Nancy Pelosi (D- 
San Francisco) called for a 
nationwide “drumbeat” of grass¬ 
roots support for federal funding 
for the arts and public broadcast¬ 
ing. Pelosi made her remarks 
before a concerned, but enthusi¬ 
astic, crowd of artists and arts 
administrators at a public meet¬ 
ing organized by the San 

Francisco Arts Democratic Club. 

In a spirited speech, Pelosi 
characterized current attempts 
by the Republican-led Congress 
to defund the National 
Endowment for the Arts (NEA), 
the National Endowment for the 
Humanities (NEH), and the 
Corporation for Public 

Broadcasting (CPB) as “a fight 

for the soul of our country.” 
Budgetary concerns raised by 
Republican leaders like House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich (R-GA) 
are, she said, “a smoke screen. 
The real issue is restricting con¬ 
tent.” 

Pelosi countered economic 
arguments against arts funding 
with facts and figures. She noted

Last April East Bay residents 
Pryor Conrad and Kevin 
Dowling launched Gays and 
Lesbians Organized for 
Betterment and Equality 
(GLOBE), covering southern 
Alameda County to the Santa 
Clara County border, with the 
organization’s first Town Hall 
meeting. Dowling, a Hayward 
resident, and Conrad, a San 
Leandro resident, had prepared 
since July 
1993 by 
meeting 
with other 
gay and 
lesbian 
commu¬ 
nity lead¬ 
ers, and 
worked 
diligently 
enough to 
attract 75 
people to 
hear then- 
candidate 
for San 
Francisco Supervisor Susan 
Leal speak at the Town Hall 
event. 

In less than a year, the 
group’s mailing list has grown 
to include more than 300 peo¬ 
ple, and GLOBE boasts approx¬ 
imately 60 active members, 
Dowling recently told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

“We knew there was a large 
[gay] community here but they 
weren’t coming together,” Pryor 
said, partly because gay people 
have historically drawn strength 
from urban centers like San 
Francisco, and continue to do so. 
But, said Conrad, “San Francisco 
is in its own way, provincial,” 
and the advancement of civil 
rights in the East Bay is not 
always the first concern of city¬ 
dwelling activists. “And,” he 


that federal funding for the arts 
costs less than $5 per person per 
year, but generates $37 billion in 
economic activity and $3.4 bil¬ 
lion in federal income taxes. 

While acknowledging that 


said, “if you don’t have local 
people doing things, if you 
always have outside people com¬ 
ing in, then you don’t grow.” 

One of GLOBE’s first activi¬ 
ties was getting the city of 
Hayward to include an equal 
rights clause included in the city 
charter and funding for a 
LAMBDA youth program - 
$14,000 in 1994. GLOBE also 
sponsors a booth at the Castro 
Street Fair and participated in 
police sensitivity training last 
fall, for a department of 150, 
which, incidentally, already has 
15 out lesbian officers. 

“While Hayward is a very 
tolerant community,” Mayor 
Roberta Cooper told the B.A.R ., 
“sometimes people need to be 
aware that we expect everyone 
to live together peacefully. And 
the kind of sensitivity training 
we established in the police 
department and the tone we set 
in the community is very impor¬ 
tant.” 

Next, a GLOBE board mem¬ 
ber who worked with the 
Hayward school district will 
approach other East Bay dis¬ 
tricts about starting gay and les¬ 
bian youth groups there. 
Dowling acknowledged that 
prospects for change look bleak 
in neighboring Fremont, where 
a gay-themed play was recently 
banned by the school board. 

The group’s lobbying has 
also prompted Hayward to 
amend personnel guidelines to 
include sexual orientation in 
anti-discrimination statutes cov¬ 
ering all city employees. 

As any group continues to 
work for civil rights, it inevitably 
has its setbacks: GLOBE unsuc¬ 
cessfully sought to bring films 
from the annual Gay and 
Lesbian International Film 
Festivals to Hayward. But its 
successes clearly outnumber its 
losses, and its influence is clear-

Pelosi also urged people to 
call the White House and their 
representatives in Congress and 
to encourage friends and family 
in other states to do the same

need a drumbeat across America 
to drown out theirs,” she said, 
referring to the effectiveness of 
right-wing efforts to lobby 
Congress. 

Response to Pelosi’s speech 
from gay artists and activists at 
the meeting was generally opti¬ 
mistic. “She showed a lot of 
spine, a lot of determination,” 
said Brian Freeman of the San 
Francisco-based performance 
group Porno Afro Homos. 

“It’s discouraging to hear 
that [Representative] Dick 
Armey [notorious for his 
“Barney Fag” comment] has the 
elimination of the NEA on his 
agenda,” Freeman continued, 
“but we shouldn’t assume the 
battle is lost. That’s the strategy 
the Republicans have been 
putting out there: it’s over. I 
don’t think it’s over.”

Center, was one of a small group

of local arts administrators who 
met with Pelosi before the public 
meeting. While admitting that 
funding for lesbian and gay pro¬ 
jects was not specifically men¬ 
tioned, Jones pointed to Pelosi’s 
public statements on the need for 
inclusiveness in arts funding - 
and no content restrictions - as a 
positive sign to the community. 

“This is probably the first 
time that any elected official on 
the national level has perceived 
this as an issue,” he said.

Court Lets Beantown 
St. Pat’s Parade Case Proceed

WASHINGTON (UPI) - On Tuesday, 
February 21, the United States Supreme Court 
rejected a motion by a Boston gay group, and 
opted to continue a case originally sparked by 
the exclusion of gays and lesbians from the 
city’s annual St. Patrick’s Day celebration. 

The gay rights group had wanted the case - 
scheduled for argument before the Supreme 
Court April 25 - dismissed as moot, because the 
parade has been turned into a protest march from 
which homosexuals could be excluded under a 
lower federal court ruling on January 17. 

The case now is essentially on two tracks, 
one in state court and one in federal court. 

On the first track, the Gay, Lesbian & 
Bisexual Group of Boston sued the organizers 
of the parade and the city in state court in 
November 1993. 

GLIB said it had been unlawfully excluded 
from the 1992 and 1993 St. Patrick’s/Evacuation 
Day parades in South Boston, which violated 
their members’ rights of free speech under the 
First Amendment and their guarantees of equal 
protection under the 14th Amendment. 

The parade organizers, the Allied War 
Veterans Council of South Boston, argued in 
response that the parade was privately funded. 
The organizers countered that forcing them to 
include GLIB in their parade violated their First 
Amendment rights of free assembly and their 
14th Amendment rights. 

A state Superior Court judge ruled in 
December 1993 that the city was not involved, 
and removed Boston from the case. 

But the judge said after an analysis of the 
facts that it was “impossible to discern any spe¬ 


cific purpose entitling the parade to protection 
under the First Amendment.” 

The judge ordered the organizers to include 
GLIB in the parade, and last March the Supreme 
Judicial Court of Massachusetts affirmed. 

The parade organizers then asked the 
Supreme Court for help. The justices agreed on 
January 6 to review the case, and argument has 
been set for April 25. 

Homohat ing and hagiography 

The second track in the case, in federal court, 
occurred after the organizers of the parade 
changed its purpose from a traditional St. 
Patrick’s Day celebration to a march protesting 
the forced inclusion of gay rights groups. 

Under that guise, the parade was declared 
constitutional by a federal court judge on 
January 17 - after the Supreme Court agreed to 
review the state case. 

The federal judge said that because this year’s 
event was being held as a “protest” of earlier 
court rulings allowing gays to take part, it was 
constitutionally protected free speech, and The 
South Boston Allied War Veterans Council could 
ban from participation those people against 
whose existence they were protesting. 

After the Jan. 17 decision, GLEB and other 
homosexual rights groups filed a motion before the 
Supreme Court asking that the case be dismissed. 

But the parade organizers filed a response 
saying that the annual parade and the “protest” 
march were different entities and the case 
should proceed. Besides, the organizers argued, 
they were still stuck with expensive court costs 
awarded the gay rights groups. 

The Supreme Court rejected the groups’ 
motion Tuesday without comment. T

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Irish Gays Sue for St. 
Pat’s Protest in NYC

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
Irish Lesbian and Gay 
Organization, a group banned 
from New York City’s St. 
Patrick’s Day Parade for the last 
five years, is filing suit to obtain 
a permit for a protest it would 
hold hours before the annual 
“wearing o’ the green” on New 
York City’s Fifth Avenue. 

At a news conference 
Tuesday, February 21 in front of 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral, ILGO 
members said the Police 
Department is stonewalling on 
the permit - first claiming it 
never received an application 
and then delaying a decision on 
a second application. 

ILGO member Anne Ma¬ 
guire, flanked by playwright Tony 
Kushner and actress Vanessa 
Redgrave, said sources inside the 
Police Department have indicated 
that this year’s permit request - 
like applications in previous years 
- will be denied, making the 
protest march illegal. 

“ILGO has never marched as 
an official contingent in the St. 
Patrick’s Day Parade, but our wish 
to do so remains,” Maguire said. 

“When attempting to peace¬ 
fully protest our exclusion, hun¬ 
dreds of ILGO supporters have 
been arrested and detained,” she 
added. Protesters last year were 
jailed, but the charges were dis¬ 
missed by Manhattan State 
Supreme Court Justice Robert 
Sackett, who said that convict¬ 
ing the demonstrators “would 
be to encourage further under¬ 
mining of constitutional safe¬ 
guards by those charged with 
their protection.” 

Paul O’Dwyer, ILGO’s attor¬ 
ney, said the group is using 


Sackett’s ruling to argue that the 
Police Department is required to 
issue a permit for the alternative 
parade, which would follow the 
same path as the traditional parade 
but take place several hours earlier. 

Sergeant Edelle James, a 
spokeswoman for the Police 
Department, said the application 
is still under consideration. Asked 
when a decision could be expect¬ 
ed, James said, “It takes a while,” 
adding that protests on major hol¬ 
idays cause logistical problems. 

Patrick Gatins, the attorney 
for the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians, which organizes the 
parade, said the group has no 
objections to the protest. 

“It’s really a shame they 
want to try and take away from 
the St. Patrick’s Day Parade, but 
as long as it doesn’t interfere 
with the parade itself, it’s really 
a matter for the police and the 
courts,” Gatins said. 

The Hibernians and ILGO 
have been at odds since 1990, 
when they denied a request by 
the gay and lesbian group to 
march in the parade with its own 
banner. Arguing that the parade 
is a religious assembly, the 
Hibernians were backed up by a 
federal court decision. 

A similar rift has taken place 
in Boston, where a federal court 
has ruled that organizers of the 
traditional St. Patrick’s Day 
Parade can hold their event this 
year and still bar a homosexual 
group because the march is 
being billed not as a parade, but 
as a constitutionally protected 
protest against court rulings (see 
accompanying story]. 

The parade was canceled last 
year because organizers were 
ordered by the court to allow 
gays to participate. T 


The Latest Numbers: 

Five or Ten Percent are Gay

According to a major study 
of sexual behavior presented by 
University of Chicago 
researchers, approximately one 
in ten Americans are at least ele¬ 
mentally homosexual. 

The researchers interviewed 
3,434 adults aged 18 to 59 in 
1992, according to project man¬ 
ager Stuart Michaels, and found 
that “about ten percent of the 
men in the sample and about 
nine percent of the women 
report some element of homo¬ 
sexuality in their adult lives,” 
from sexual feelings to behavior. 

“Less than half of those peo¬ 
ple, however, would define 


themselves as gay, lesbian, 
bisexual, or homosexual,” 
Michaels said. 

Another surprising finding of 
the privately funded study, pre¬ 
sented at the annual meeting of 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science, was 
that one in six Americans - 16 
percent of men and 18 percent of 
women - said they had been 
diagnosed with a sexually trans¬ 
mitted disease at some time. 

Researchers also asked about 
preteen sexual activity, and 
learned 12 percent of women and 
six percent of men had experi¬ 
enced some form of genital sex¬ 
ual contact with a significantly 
older person before age 14. ▼

The Birth of the Pink Triangle 


by Mary Ann Swissler 

Pink triangles have been a 
part of the modem gay move¬ 
ment since 1978, when activists 
began carrying it as a symbol of 
unity and hope. But unlike the 
lambda symbol (which it mostly 
replaced) and the rainbow flag 
(which followed), the pink trian¬ 
gle was taken from an outside 
enemy, the Nazi army, and 
turned into the ultimate sign of 
our transformation from victims 
to survivors. 

It began on February 23, 
1933, when Adolf Hitler and his 
henchmen Heinrich Himmler 
and Joseph Goebbels launched 
Hitler’s recent appointment as 
Chancellor of Germany by out¬ 
lawing homosexual organiza¬ 
tions and erotica. Throughout 
that year and 1934, as Nazi 
death camps were constructed. 
Hitler’s Third Reich began 
showing its true colors - starting 


with the pink triangle, which 
was sewn on prison fatigues 
meant for homosexuals, accord¬ 
ing to Richard Plant’s 1986 
book. The Pink Triangle. 

While gays were among the 
first sent to Nazi prisons - more 
than 50,000 by the end of the 
war - the survivors were the last 
to tell their stories to the world. 
German historians’ puritanical 
view of homosexuality after 
World War II led to an almost 
total silence about gays’ torture 
and persecution. In May 1969, a 
gay organization calling them¬ 
selves the Pink Triangle began 
advocating for reparations from 
the West German government to 
surviving gays. That month, 
Germany legalized consensual 
same-sex relationships, but it 
took until 1982 for survivors to 
receive a settlement. 

According to Plant’s 
research, between 5,000 to 
15,000 gay men were killed or

perished. By 1940, all impris¬ 
oned homosexuals were ordered 
into death camps. For the most 
part, lesbians were spared, as 
were some prominent gay men 
who worked in the arts. 

The enormity of German war 
crimes against gays did not 
begin to emerge in earnest until 
gay former inmate Heinz Heger 
(a pseudonym) wrote a report 
called The Men with the Pink 
Triangle in 1972. In 1977 a team 
of researchers at West 
Germany’s Bremen Univ. pub¬ 
lished Homosexuality and 
Society, which offered an exten¬ 
sive historical record of the 
German concentration camps. 


The 1979 play Bent provided a 
moving account of homosexuals 
imprisoned in the camps. 

Ironically, one of the leaders 
of the early German Socialist 
movement was the gay man 
Ernst Roehm, a career militarist 
who gained Hitler’s trust by 
helping his rise to power. 
Roehm’s small army of thugs, 
the “Brownshirts,” brought to 
bear a level of intimidation of 
the German public that Hitler 
needed for his rise to power. But 
when Roehm wanted to replace 
the army with his own men, his 
ambitions were deemed a threat 
to Hitler’s consolidation of 
power, and his homosexuality 


became a convenient excuse to 
assassinate him in June 1933. 

According to a May 1985 
article in The Advocate, a pink, 
triangle-shaped granite monu¬ 
ment was erected at 
Neuengamme, a former West 
German prison camp. Dachau 
survivors were not as tolerant, 
and in June 1986 the suggestion 
of including gays on a marble 
marker commemorating the 
Holocaust there was rejected. 

The Holocaust Museum in 
Washington, D.C. now memori¬ 
alizes the gays who died in 
prison camps before Allied 
Forces freed the prisoners in 
1945. T

alities after he had what critics called an on- 
the-air rage during which he denounced sister 
station KGO-TV’s general manager Jim 
Topping. 

Emerson attacked Topping as a “communist 
sympathizer” on the Wednesday, January 15 
morning broadcast, and urged callers to call the 
television station and complain about its deci¬ 
sion to pre-empt a Phil Donahue show on 
which Emerson had appeared. 

Topping had made the final decision that the 
station would replace the program in which the 
Emerson and other radio talk show hosts par¬ 
ticipated in a roundtable discussion about the 
First Amendment. 

Emerson repeated his controversial call for 
the quarantine of people with AIDS during the 
program - without any balance or rebuttal by 
Donahue - and KGO station management 
made the decision to substitute a previously 
aired Donahue program. Topping said. 

“In our view, the program inflamed sensitiv¬ 
ities in the community in which we live, and 
was unbalanced,” Topping told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

FCC guidelines require sensitivity to local 
community needs and issues. Topping said. 
And airing the Donahue broadcast would have 
further battered a community already “rubbed 
raw” by Emerson for no good reason, so the 
station pulled the program. 

The decisive action by Topping that sent 
Emerson into a rage and cost him his job was 
the first action the KGO-TV general manager 
could take against the eccentric radio host. 

Although the television station is a part of 
the local ABC/Capital Cities conglomerate 
with KSFO, Topping reiterated that he has no 
control over the radio station policy or pro¬ 
gramming. 

Activist groups that previously demanded 
Topping’s resignation from the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation because of his connection to 
Capital Cities have been offering an olive 
branch since Emerson’s dismissal, ACT UP 
Golden Gate spokesman Jeff Getty told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

“The day J. Paul Emerson is no longer rav¬ 
ing on the airwaves is a very happy day for peo¬ 
ple with AIDS and HIV whom he was coward¬ 
ly enough to attack from the snug safety of his 
broadcasting booth,” said Dave Ford, a 


spokesperson for the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation. 

Although Topping had previously declined 
to publicly comment on the controversy 
regarding Emerson, sources say that he made 
his disgust at Emerson’s AIDS-baiting well 
known to Capital Cities/ABC executives, as 
well as to radio station general manager 
Mickey Luckoff. 

“I’m delighted,” Topping said of Emerson’s 
removal. He said that as an AIDS Foundation 
board member he is able to bring resources of 
the station to the agency and the epidemic - 
and that discrimination against people with 
AIDS is “a concern I have a lot of passion 
about.” 

Experts say Emerson’s rhetoric came at a 
time of increasing discrimination and violence 
against gay people. One victim of an anti-gay 
attack, Jim McGrath, said he believes the 
February 12 incident in which he was brutally 
beaten and required ten stitches was directly 
related to violence incited by shock jocks like 
Emerson. 

KSFO has mostly refused to talk about 
Emerson’s departure, just as it tried to avoid 
commenting on his statements while he was 
employed there. 

“I can only say what we’ve been saying to 
the rest of the media: we’re sorry that it didn’t 
work out and we wish Mr. Emerson well,” 
KSFO Operations Manager Jack Swanson told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

Sources close to the situation also say 
Emerson may not be the only person to leave 
the station in light of the controversy; activists 
who are happy his brand of hate speech is off 
the air still have concerns about the station’s 
decision to “hate-pander for profit.” As Jerry 
Windley, an aide to Supervisor Angela Alioto, 
asked, now that Emerson is gone, “What about 
the people who hired him?” 

“We have a lot of questions,” Windley said. 
“They have a lot of explaining to do. 

“Even Herb Caen has commented about the 
station’s reputation and its pandering.” 

Windley said Alioto has scheduled a 
Thursday, February 23 meeting with represen¬ 
tatives from KSFO, Supervisor Tom Ammiano, 
the Gay and Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation, ACT UP/Golden Gate, 
Mobilization Against AIDS, and other groups. 
The agenda is expected to include a discussion 
of KSFO’s weak public relations effort to 
frame the Emerson controversy as a free speech

CC County Files Deadly 
Weapon Charges for Unsafe Sex

A Contra Costa County man 
with HIV faces charges of 
assault with a deadly weapon 
for putting another person in 
danger of infection through sex¬ 
ual contact. 

Forrest Leonard Jones, 24, 
will enter a plea in Walnut 
Creek-Danville Municipal 
Court Thursday, February 23 to 
charges of assault with a deadly 
weapon. The district attorney’s 
office alleges he knowingly had 
unprotected sexual intercourse 
with a woman on three occa¬ 
sions last June before telling her 
that he was HIV-positive. After 


Jones informed the 24-year-old 
woman, who wished to remain 
anonymous, of his HIV status, 
she filed a police report with 
San Ramon authorities. She said 
she and Jones had discussed - 
but never used - condoms. 

Jones has been held at 
Contra Costa County Jail in 
Martinez since February 10. He 
appeared before Municipal 
Court Judge Merle Eaton on 
Thursday, February 16, at 
which time he requested a pub¬ 
lic defender. 

This is the first case of its 
kind in Contra Costa County. In 
a 1982 Alameda County case, 
William Burger pleaded guilty 


to assault with a deadly weapon 
when arrested on similar 
changes. 

At the February 16 hearing 
the prosecutor called Jones’s 
conduct “egregious.” Deputy 
District Attorney Joe Motta 
referred to the woman and said, 
“We have a person who was 
deprived of making informed 
consent. We have a victim.” 

According to documents 
released, the woman asked 
Jones after his disclosure, “Do 
you know you could kill me?” 
The woman, who has so far test¬ 
ed negative for HIV, told prose¬ 
cutors she is pressing charges to 
protect other women. T

Cops Call Hollywood Lesbian 
Deaths Murder/Suicide

Los Angeles Police Department Detectives still 
do not have a motive for the Monday, February 13 
murder-suicide of Nikki Vie, 26 and Sharon 
Berrington, 28, whose bodies were discovered on 
February 15, according to Hollywood Homicide 
Detective David Lambkin. Berrington’s 11-month- 
old baby, who was rescued from the scene, is 
reportedly doing fine after being treated for dehy¬ 
dration and a severe rash at Children’s Hospital 
Los Angeles. The baby girl is in the custody of 
Berrington’s mother along with Berrington’s five- 
year-old daughter. 

The night before Valentine’s Day, police 
received a call from Berrington’s mother, saying 
she hadn’t see her daughter in several days. LAPD 
officers checked Vie’s home at 300 North Curson 
Avenue in Hollywood and discovered the bodies of 
Vie and Berrington, each with a bullet to the head. 
Vie is described as having an olive complexion, 
short hair, lean, nice looking, about 5’6” tall, 
weighing 126 pounds. Lambkin described 
Berrington, who also identified herself as 
“Favorite,” as 5’4” tall, 120 pounds, with a light 
complexion and short blond hair. 

Scores of photographs and tear sheets of major 
movie and rock stars and clippings from fashion 
magazines indicated that Vie was a major fashion 
and entertainment photographer. “She looked very 
successful,” Lambkin said. Berrington had appar¬ 
ently been in the military, perhaps the Air Force, in 
the mid-80s, but he did not know the branch or 
when and if she had been honorably or dishonor¬ 
ably discharged. Lambkin did say that Berrington 
had been married, and had been separated from her 
husband for at least a year and a half. He could not 
confirm a prevalent rumor that Vie and Berrington 
had a commitment ceremony in Las Vegas a few 
weeks ago. He flatly denied, however, a Los 
Angeles Times report that the two women were 
Russian immigrants. 

Detectives were able to piece together from 
information gathered from the family and neigh¬ 


bors that Vie and Berrington had known each other 
since high school, since Vie was 17 years old. They 
had a “tumultuous, passionate, on-again-off- 
again” relationship for at least nine years. Lambkin 
told the B.A.R. About a year and a half ago 
Berrington lived in Washington D.C. and else¬ 
where before returning to Los Angeles and resum¬ 
ing her relationship with Vie again eight months 
ago. 

On February 11 Berrington left her older 
daughter with her mother, with whom she was liv¬ 
ing on the Holly wood/Wilshire District border, and 
took her younger daughter to visit Vie. At some 
point that night neighbors heard the women have a 
“physical altercation, as they had in the past, over 
stuff nobody ever gets into a fight over,” says 
Lambkin. Inexplicably, however, neighbors did not 
hear Vie shoot Berrington, and then herself, with 
her .357 magnum. 

Nor did they hear the baby’s cries for the 48 
hours she was left unattended before being res¬ 
cued by police and the fire department. Lambkin 
says Vie’s pets - three cats, a “sweetheart” ferret, 
and a parrot - were also left starving and without 
water. 

Investigators found a note suggesting the deaths 
may have been a suicide pact, but Lambkin is 
reluctant to say it’s “100 percent a pact,” because it 
is unusual for people in suicide pacts to leave a 
baby and pets uncared-for. “Regardless of some¬ 
one’s mental state, they do not disregard the state 
of the baby,” Lambkin says. 

“We’ll probably never know what happened,” 
Lambkin acknowledged. “Maybe they were fight¬ 
ing and Sharon said she wanted to die and Nikki 
said ‘okay’ - very spur of the moment. Or maybe 
they thought someone would hear the shots and 
send help - but no one ever did.” In any case, police 
are “very clear” that this is a murder-suicide. 

Berrington’s baby was taken to Children’s 
Hospital, were she responded well to treatment and 
was released. Vie’s pets were taken by her family 
members. Lambkin had no word on a memorial 
service. ▼

Constitution. 

A state judge in Denver 
issued a preliminary injunc¬ 
tion against the enforcement 
of the amendment, and the 
Colorado Supreme Court 
made the injunction perma¬ 
nent by ruling the amend¬ 
ment unconstitutional last 
October. 

The state high court 
rejected the argument that the 
amendment was designed to 


protect religious liberty. 

“It is clear that 
Amendment Two, which 
affects the fundamental right 
of gay men, lesbians, and 
bisexuals to participate 
equally in the political 
process, is not the least 
restrictive means of ensuring 
religious liberty,” the 
Colorado Supreme Court 
said, “and it is not narrowly 
tailored to serve the com¬ 
pelling state interest in ensur¬ 
ing the free exercise of reli¬ 
gion.” 

But in its brief to the 


Supreme Court asking that 
the Colorado ruling be over¬ 
turned, the state said the 
amendment was not restric¬ 
tive at all. 

“Amendment Two was 
intended to prevent homo¬ 
sexuals and bisexuals from 
receiving preferred legal sta¬ 
tus; it was not intended to 
eliminate all legal rights for 
homosexuals and bisexuals, 
much less to protect those 
who broke the law by threat¬ 
ening or harming homosexu¬ 
als and bisexuals,” the state 
brief said. ▼

In 1973 the U.S. 
Supreme Court told fun¬ 
damentalist Christians 
that a woman’s right to 
choose is the law of the 
land, and to get used to 
it. Since then, federally 
funded abortions have 
gone the way of bell bot¬ 
tom jeans and platform 
shoes, but women’s 
healthcare centers have 
still managed to keep the 
cost of abortions within 
the reach of most 
women. 

Incensed faux-christ- 
ian right wing groups’ 
attacks on those clinics 
have grown increasingly 
fierce and more deter¬ 
mined; the most recent 
attacks destroyed four 
abortion clinics in 
California during 
February. The escalation 
has occurred despite 
Attorney General Janet 
Reno’s recent announce¬ 
ment that links between 
clinic violence and 
groups like Operation 
Rescue would be vigor¬ 
ously investigated. 

Sharon Fleming of 
the Bay Area Coalition 
for Our Reproductive 
Rights said, “We’re not 
talking about some 
vague conspiracy. We 
are talking about a small 
group of people who are 
organizing intimidating 
pickets and inflaming 
some followers to set off 
firebombs and shoot 
guns. Operation Rescue 
spent the summer stalk¬ 
ing the very same clinics 
that are now under fire.’’ 

BACORR and others 
who support women’s 
right to choose will 
make a public show of 
defending clinics this 
Saturday, February 25 at 
7 a.m. at 1801 Bush 
Street in San Francisco, 
100 Webster Street in 
Oakland, and other 
women’s clinics 

throughout the Bay 
Area. Besides schedul¬ 
ing clinic defenses, 
BACORR is advising 
clinic neighbors to be 
aware of suspicious 
activity. This is serious 
stuff, after all. 

“Operation Rescue 
California published and 
distributed the manual on 
stalking doctors,” 
according to Fleming, 
“and launched their first 
'No Place to Hide’ cam¬ 
paign in February 1993. 
Dr. David Gunn was the 
target of a 'No Place to 
Hide’ campaign the 
month before he was 
killed in March 1993.” ▼

Fundies Downplay 
Clinic Violence

WASHINGTON - The anti-abor¬ 
tion group Operation Rescue issued a 
report Tuesday, February 21, 
attempting to downplay violence at 
abortion clinics by saying it repre¬ 
sents only a tiny share of the violence 
occurring nationwide. 

Groups that support the right to 
abortion derided the report as a 
“pathetic” attempt to cover up the 
problem of abortion-related vio¬ 
lence. 

Operation Rescue, in its 126-page 
report, gave a case-by-case “rebuttal” 
of several hundred incidents of vio¬ 
lence that it identified as the basis for 
the congressional law designed to 
guarantee unhindered access to abor¬ 
tion clinics. 

Despite several recent incidents 
nationwide in which abortion clinic 
workers have been attacked and five 
killed, the group insisted no one has 
been convicted of any act of violence 
at an event it has sponsored since 


1988. 

It also said, among its statistics, 
that “only one one-thousandth of one 
percent of all U.S. homicides can be 
attributed to pro-life” activists. 

Groups that support the right to 
choose abortion rejected the report as 
misleading and cited a series of pub¬ 
lished quotes attributed to Operation 
Rescue leaders, including founder 
Randall Terry, endorsing violence. 

“Operation Rescue is grasping at 
straws with today’s pathetic attempt 
to position its members as the ‘true 
victims’ of clinic violence,” Pamela 
Maraldo, president of the Planned 
Parenthood Federation of America, 
said in a statement Tuesday. 

“Abortion providers are outraged 
that Operation Rescue and other 
extremist anti-choice groups are 
attempting to misrepresent them¬ 
selves as the victims when in fact 
they have created, planned and 
encouraged a strategy of anti-abor¬ 
tion violence,” the National Abortion 
Federation said in a statement. T 


Finch’s Body 
Found 

The body of Mark Finch, missing artistic 
director of Frameline and the San Francisco 
International Lesbian & Gay Film Festival, 
has been recovered and identified by the San 
Mateo County Coroner’s Office. The body, 
recovered seven miles out to sea on February 
5, has been positively identified. Finch, 33, 
disappeared from the Golden Gate Bridge on 
January 14. 

In San Francisco to attend a commemora¬ 
tive celebration of Mark’s life, his family 
released the following statement: “It is with 
sadness, yet a sense of relief, that we received 
the news about Mark’s body being recovered 
and that we are now able to bring him home 
with us. We would like to take this opportuni¬ 
ty to thank everyone whose thoughts and 
prayers have been with us during this very 
difficult time.” T

PWA Benefits Update 

New Program Offers Extra $46.10 In Social Security Check to PWAs on Medicare 


WHAT YOU CAN DO 


Getting Coverage for Drugs and Other Hems Not 
Covered by Medicare, QMB, or SLMB 

Medicare, QMB, and SLMB won't help you with prescription drugs or care not covered at 
all in the Medicare benefit package. But if you're applying for QMB or SLM at a welfare office 
in California, ask for MediCal while you're at it. MedCal (in California, or "Medicaid" in Maine. 
Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, and Florida) covers drugs and other items 
not covered by Medicare, QMB. or SLMB, and in those states the Medicaid income level is as 
high as - or almost as high as - the QMB and SLMB levels. 

If you can't qualify for Medicaid, though, don't forget the AIDS Drug Assistance Program 
(ADAP); call 800-342-AIDS to find out how to apply in your state. If ADAP doesn't cover all 
the drugs you need and you can't get Medicaid either - but you live in Connecticut, Illinois, 
Maine, Maryland, or New Jersey - you can apply for your state's general drug assistance pro¬ 
gram. Call the city or county aging office (even if you're not elderly) for details. 

If all else fails and you aren't eligible for ADAP - or ADAP doesn't cover drugs you can't 
afford to buy yourself - call the Pharmaceutical Manufacturers' Association (202-835-3400) 
and the Senate Aging Committee (202-224-5364) for their lists of free drug programs, and 
then have your doctor order you free prescriptions from those lists.

There’s good news from the 
government in 1995 for PWAs 
who’ve survived the two-year 
wait for Medicare coverage. The 
government will take on the 
payment of the $46.10 Medicare 
premium that’s being deducted 
from the Social Security 
Disability Insurance (SSDI) 
checks of those whose monthly 
income from SSDI and other 
sources is less than $767. 

Better yet, for those whose 
total income is less than 
$642.50 a month, the govern¬ 
ment will also pay the $716 hos¬ 
pital admission deductible, the 
$100 doctor bill deductible, and 
the 20% doctor bill copayment 
that Medicare doesn’t cover. 

The new benefits for disabled 
Medicare patients are part of the 
Qualified Medicare Beneficiary 
(QMB) and Special Limited 
Medicare Beneficiary (SLMB) 
programs run by local welfare 
offices through state Medicaid 


programs (not Social Security 
offices), even though they serve 
Social Security recipients on 
Medicare. To be eligible, you 
may not have assets other than a 
vehicle or home of any value 
and more than $4,000 in the 
bank. 

In counting your SSDI, be 
sure to figure the total you get 
before the $46.10 Medicare 
deduction: it’s the total SSDI 
benefit that counts - not the net 
you actually get in your check. 
Applicants should arrive at the 
welfare office bring a birth cer¬ 
tificate, Medicare card, driver’s 
license or other picture I.D., the 
latest letter from Social Security 
outlining their benefit amount 
(call 800-772-1213 for a 
replacement if the form has 
been lost), papers showing any 
other income, any deed, mort¬ 
gage or lease papers, auto regis¬ 
tration, and bank statements. 

Applying for SLMB and 
QMB at the welfare office now 
can bring a quick $46.10 
increase in your SSDI check - 


and coverage of hospital and 
doctor bills you’d have to pay 
yourself. It may not be worth 
waiting two years for, true, but 


it’s sure not chump change 
either. T

eight years.” 

Although controversial work by les¬ 
bian and gay artists has been a frequent 
target of critics of federal arts funding, 
Jones said that the NEA and NEH have 


been, and continue to be, crucial sources 
of support. According to Jones, the origi¬ 
nal performances of Tony Kushner’s 
award-winning Angels in America were 
underwritten in part by NEA grants to 
San Francisco’s now-defunct Eureka 
Theater. 

Freeman observed that federal arts 
agencies have also provided much-need¬ 


ed dollars for programs targeting lesbian 
and gay youth, such as the NEA-funded 
DramaDIVAS theater program sponsored 
by Brava! for Women in the Arts in San 
Francisco. “Arts programs are one way to 
get to these kids early on,” Freeman said, 
“to get them involved and build self¬ 
esteem.” 

At an organizing meeting following 


Pelosi’s speech, funding activists said 
they were heartened by the initial out¬ 
pouring of public support, but warned of 
the long, hard fight still to come. “We 
need to stay mobilized, to think about 
pacing and not burning ourselves out,” 
said James Quay, executive director of 
the California Council on the Humanities. 
“This isn’t a sprint; it’s a marathon.” T

GOP Publicly 
Thins Its Back on 
The Bill of Rights

The United States 
House of Representatives 
voted down the Fourth 
Amendment of the United 
States Constitution last 
week. Members of the 
Republican majority push¬ 
ing through the party’s 
“Contract with America” 
overwhelmingly voted 
February 7 against the 
Amendment, which sly 
Democrats attached to an 
act that would give police 
greater leeway in conduct¬ 
ing searches. 

The Exclusionary Rule 
Reform Act sought by the 
GOP would allow officers 
to conduct searches and 
seizures without a court 
issued warrant, as long as 
the officers believe in 
“good faith” they are not 
violating a citizen’s consti¬ 
tutional rights. 

The act would also 
make it easier for courts to 
admit evidence obtained 
by police under defective 
warrants. 

The Fourth Amend¬ 
ment protects citizens 
against unreasonable 
searches and seizures, and 
was one of the seminal ten 
amendments originally 


added to the United States 
Constitution. Together 
those ten amendments 
comprise what is com¬ 
monly called the Bill of 
Rights. 

Law enforcement offi¬ 
cials have long maintained 
that the Fourth 
Amendment is an obstacle 
to effective apprehension 
and investigation. House 
Republicans hope that 
their act will give the 
police greater latitude and 
release departments from 
what they consider an 
excess of bureaucracy. 
Republicans also say the 
act will allow the courts to 
introduce solid evidence 
against criminals that 
would otherwise be thrown 
out on technicalities. 

But opponents of the 
act call it flagrantly uncon¬ 
stitutional, and attached 
the Fourth Amendment to 
highlight their opposition. 

Members voted essen¬ 
tially along party lines, 
and the Republican major¬ 
ity defeated an article of 
the Constitution 121-303. 

The Exclusionary Rule 
Reform Act still faces 
opposition in the Senate 
and a likely Presidential 
veto. ▼

Jp||| erono Labs informed AIDS 
ilW activists this week that they are 
"M '-flf read y and waiting to ship 
Growth Hormone (GH) to quali¬ 
fied wasting patients and doctors. Over 
700 doctor and patient start-up informa¬ 
tion packets have been sent out by the 
somewhat overwhelmed biotech’s office 
staff in the last few weeks. Patients await¬ 
ing GH are flooding Serono phone lines. 
They are literally counting the days and 
hours of delay while the cumbersome 
AIDS establishment slowly awakens to 
the reality of a new expensive drug. 
Anticipation of GH results run high as 
previous GH study participants tell glow¬ 
ing tales of reclaimed bodies and lives. 

Under a new protocol named 
Treatment Investigational New Drug 
(TIND), the FDA has granted preliminary 
approval with cost recovery (the company 
can charge $25 per mg) for Serono’s 
Growth Hormone. Activists have learned 
of substantial demand for this therapy 
while the drug company fumbles and 
delays access. As of press time, no actual 
drug has been shipped to any patient. 
“Patients are literally wasting away, 
awaiting their last hope,” says Bill 
Thome, ACT UP/Golden Gate activist. 
“Some of the major players in the AIDS 
industry do not even have a clue about 
Growth Hormone or how to pay for it!” 

According to Gina Celia, Serono 
spokesperson, several parties have agreed 
in advance to cover GH costs. They 
include the New Jersey, Washington, 
Illinois, Massachusetts and South 
Carolina state Medicaid programs. 
Veteran’s Administration and Federal 
Medicaid, as well as some large insurers: 
Blue Cross of California, Blue Shield of 
California, Mass Mutual, and Humana. 
Reimbursement negotiations are ongoing 
with new payees coming on line each 
week. One hopeful note is that the nation¬ 
al database system that assigns new num¬ 
bers to drugs and therapies for reimburse¬ 
ment purposes has set a precedent - 
assigning GH a code while it is still not 
yet fully approved. Having a reimburse¬ 
ment code number is crucial for most 
payee systems. 

Getting local and state systems to pay

ATLANTA - Emory 
University professor Dennis 
Liotta told the 161st annual 
meeting of the American 
Association for the 

Advancement of Science 
Thursday, February 16 that two 
new drugs may be effective in 
dealing with two of the greatest 
problems facing people with 
AIDS. 

According to Liotta, 3TC and 
one of its cousins, FTC, show 
promise of being able to over¬ 
come resistance and toxicity. 

“FTC is six to ten times more 
potent than 3TC and less toxic. 
FTC has gone through pre-clin- 
ical and phase one clinical tri¬ 
als,” Liotta said. “I’m looking 
forward to the efficacy studies 
in the phase two trial.”

for GH is a large and time consuming 
process for activists. Fred Dillan of AIDS 
Project Los Angeles (APLA) has been 
working to try to get MediCal, one of the 
larger state systems, to consider GH in its 
program. Dillan said, unfortunately, 
“MediCal has told Serono No to reim¬ 
bursement.” APLA is encouraging 
MediCal to open up dialog about paying 
for GH. According to Dillan, it is impor¬ 
tant for MediCal to establish a process for 
these new TINDs - indicating where and 
when they would allow community input 
regarding new drugs. MediCal has agreed 
to reconsider GH payment and will send 
out a survey to various advisors from the 
AIDS Drug Advisory Program (ADAP). 
The San Francisco AIDS Foundation and 
New York’s GMHC are just now joining 
with activists to try negotiating GH payee 
consideration. 

Patients in the ongoing GH studies 
will continue to receive drug free of 
charge until the FDA grants final 
approval. In recent conversations with 
some of the early Growth Hormone study 
participants, ACT UP/Golden Gate 
activists have heard encouraging reports 
of renewed lives and reprieves from 
pending death. 

One patient that Golden Gate activists 
met at a Growth Hormone celebration 
party - yes, they had an actual party at an 
AIDS trial site - in December, is Peter 
Greene. Greene was probably at a less 
severe state of wasting, with only ten per¬ 
cent weight loss and noticeable thinning 
of arms and buttocks. Greene started GH 
in October 93 and went from 165 pounds 
to a current 187 pounds. Despite low cell 
counts, his health has been good with no 
new infections or major problems since 
starting GH. 

Greene claims that his life was turned 
around after starting GH. He describes 
feeling a depression and lost hope as he 
watched his usually large physique wast¬ 
ing, first in the arms and then the but¬ 
tocks. “This [GH therapy] is the one thing 
in the fight against AIDS where you can 
actually see something happening,” says 
Greene. Referring to his current state of 
health and weight, Greene says, “I would 
never have thought, two years ago, that I 
would be living this life now!” 

The “life” to which Greene refers is a 
success story that includes his picture 
appearing on a recent cover of Bear 
Magazine. Greene turned the tables on 


AIDS and has gone back to a full and pro¬ 
ductive life. “Business is good,” quips 
Greene when talking about a successful 
home computer business he owns. When 
asked if he thought that MediCal should 
pay for others to receive GH, Greene 
commented, “I think they will see that 
they are going to save money in the long 
run.” 

Several GH study participants have 
commented on improved states of health 
after reversing wasting. Greene (whose 
AIDS progression could be said to be 
advanced) stated that he has noticed a sig¬ 
nificant lessening of the small health 
problems that had previously afflicted 
him; and he has had no new opportunistic 
infections in two years. 

Another GH study participant who 
was making merry at the study party in 
December is Keith Temke. Temke’s wast¬ 
ing was far more severe than Greene’s; 
his weight was down to 129 pounds from 
his usual 155 pounds. Temke, who has 
been on GH since March ’94, reported 
good health overall and great improve¬ 
ments in his psychological outlook. 
“Quality of life had definitely improved. 
I’m not wasting away to a little dried 
shell anymore. [Before GH] all I could do 
was focus on losing weight and looking 
worse. Along came Growth Hormone and 
now I’m back in ‘fighting form.’” 

Temke reported that night sweats and 
fevers stopped last summer and although 


he had a lung infection, he has able to 
fight it off effectively and survive. 
“Having this much lean muscle means ... 
if and when an 01 [Opportunistic 
Infection] hits, I’ll be much better pre¬ 
pared,” said Temke. He added that at the 
time he went on Growth Hormone he 
thought that he had at best one or two 
months to live. When asked to comment 
on state payment for GH, Temke 
remarked, “I think that it is the only 
viable treatment for wasting that seems 
efficacious for most who go on it.” He 
stated that after his experiences with GH, 
he is extremely optimistic about survival. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate has been receiv¬ 
ing many calls from desperately wasting 
patients who need Growth Hormone to 
survive. It has been disheartening to hear 
a plethora of exaggerated rumors of 
untrue side effects and unacceptable 
costs. Reversing wasting in late stage 
AIDS can greatly reduce hospital bills 
and home health care costs by limiting 01 
impact. Growth Hormone may also make 
homosexuals and drug addicts live longer 
- and low discontented grumbling about 
prolonged costs can already be heard 
from certain corners. Will society bear 
the cost of extending the lives of AIDS 
patients to a new level of chronic disease 
not unlike hemophilia and diabetes? Will 
the leaders in the AIDS industry fight for 
Growth Hormone access and AIDS 
patients’ survival? ▼

Steven George Mehalko, M.D. 

Steven G. Mehalko, M.D., nationally respected physician and AIDS patient care pioneer, passed away January 
24, 1995 at his home in San Francisco. He was 45 years old. 

Dr. Mehalko succumbed to complications of HIV disease, following a career which included many significant 
contributions to the treatment of persons with AIDS and the training of other physicians in HIV medicine. 

He is also remembered for his advocacy of gay and lesbian health issues and his outreach to community groups 
and organizations. 

Dr. Mehalko was born in Ellenville, New York and received his A.B. and M.D. in a six year program from 
Boston University in Massachusetts. During his postgraduate 
training, he organized the Gay Health Collective at the Fenway 
Health Clinic in Boston. 

Dr. Mehalko moved to San Francisco in 1978 to pursue a pri¬ 
vate practice at Davies Medical Center and teaching at the 
University of California San Francisco, and was among the 
founding members of the Bay Area Physicians for Human 
Rights. 

He was one of the earliest physicians to recognize the start of 
the AIDS epidemic, volunteering his time at the newly formed 
Kaposi’s Sarcoma Clinic at the University of California San 
Francisco and serving as an attending physician in the outpa¬ 
tient AIDS clinic at San Francisco General Hospital. From 1981 
to his retirement in 1991 he devoted much of his professional 
attention to all aspects of the epidemic. He was recognized as 
one of the most experienced and compassionate personal physi¬ 
cians and as an able teacher. 

Dr. Mehalko spurred community involvement in AIDS as the 
first medical professional on the Shanti Board of Directors and 
as one of the founders of the Bay Area Community 
Consortium of AIDS Providers. He served on the Board of 
Directors of the Hospice by the Bay, where he was instrumen¬ 
tal in the development of the Leland Avenue residential and 
hospice facility for AIDS and cancer patients and their families. 
He was also a member of the AIDS Task force of the San 
Francisco Medical Society and served as a technical advisor to the San Francisco Health Department. His con¬ 
tributions to the community have recently been recognized by Hospice by the Bay, which awarded him the first 
annual Steven G. Mehalko Community Service Award in December, 1994. 

As a clinical scientist, Dr. Mehalko was an aggressive investigator of new AIDS therapeutics, being the first 
U.S. physician to successfully treat CMV retinitis with the drug Ganciclovir which he helped develop with Syntex 
Pharmaceuticals. Following his retirement due to health problems, he volunteered himself as a research subject 
in numerous studies and established a nutritional support clinic for cancer and AIDS patients at Davies Medical 
Center. 

Dr. Mehalko is survived by his partner in life, Edwin Charlebois, and by his mother Anna Mehalko and sis¬ 
ter Georgianna. He will long be remembered by his many friends and colleagues across the country as well as by 
his patients and their families. 

A celebration of Dr. Mehalko’s life and achievements will be held February 24th, 6:30 - 8:30 p.m. at the Gazebo 
at Davies Medical Center in San Francisco. In lieu of flowers, small contributions may be made to the Hospice by 
the Bay organization.

Viral Apartheid 



by Michael C. Botkin 

ne of the closing panels 

at the recent National 

AIDS Update 

' Conference at the 
Moscone Center was titled 
“HIV Prevention for Gay and 
Bisexual Men: Are Current 
Methods Working?” To my hor¬ 
ror and outrage, one of the pan¬ 
elists, Walt Odets, Ph.D., essen¬ 
tially called for “viral 
apartheid.” Declaring that HIV¬ 
negative gay men are “disen¬ 
franchised,” Odets urged the 
formation of negative-only 
groups and promoted the use of 
“partner selection” - i.e., avoid¬ 
ing HIVers - to allow negatives 
to have unsafe sex. 

Odets, an East Bay psycholo¬ 
gist who literally wrote the book 
on “HIV-negative guilt” and 
apparently has a lucrative prac¬ 
tice catering to negatives, 
denounced current safe sex edu¬ 
cation for not clearly targeting 
negatives. He faulted it for not 
clearly defining who is meant 
by “at risk” populations and 
deliberately blurring distinc¬ 
tions between HIV-negatives 
and positives. This, he insisted, 
was a fatal flaw and that sepa¬ 
rate literature aimed exclusively 
and unambiguously at HIV-neg¬ 
ative gay men is required. 

It’s true most safe sex lit 
deliberately obscures the issue 
of whether the reader is HIV¬ 
negative or positive. For one 
thing, this makes it more versa¬ 
tile. For another, many readers 
don’t know their HIV status. 


More subtly, many think they 
know their status but are wrong. 

Finally, recent research sug¬ 
gests that the AIDS virus is most 
contagious in the first few 
months of acute infection - in 
other words, several months 
before an HIVer develops anti¬ 
bodies to the virus and begins to 
test positive. So a man who 
shows a “current” blood test 
“proving” he’s negative may 
indeed be negative, but if he’s 
not, he’s carrying HIV in its 
most virulent stage. If “certi¬ 
fied” negatives are using their 
status to have unsafe sex, as 
Odets suggests, they could be an 
important vector of transmis¬ 
sion. 

And although Odets may not 
have considered this, if the gen¬ 
eral public has to choose 
between funding prevention for 
HIV-positives or for HIV-nega-

tives, which will they go for? In 
this era of diminishing AIDS 
funding, Odets’s approach pits 
the gay community against itself 
in a scramble for the vanishing 
pie. 

Partner selection, which is 
what Odets prefers, is shunned 
by safe sex educators both 
because it’s horribly inefficient, 
given the flexible meaning of 
“monogamy” in the gay subcul¬ 
ture (see my recent column on 
“Serial Monogamy”) and 
because it demonizes HIVers as 


diseased pariahs. It misleads its 
practitioners to neglect safe 
behaviors, because they mistak¬ 
enly believe they can easily 
identify safe partners. 

Odets apparently considers 
such moral scruples as evidence 
of excessive “political correct¬ 
ness” and appears to be rather 
proud of discarding this restric¬ 
tive ethic. He has no problem 
with demonizing HIVers. 

The right to exclude 

This became clear when he 
began to expand on his theme 
that HIV-negative gay men are 


“disenfranchised.” This may 
sound odd, since one never 
hears of people getting fired 
from their jobs, denied insur¬ 
ance, or having their house 
burned down because they are 
HIV-negative. 

After all, being disenfran¬ 
chised means someone took 
away your franchise; if women 
endure this state, it’s at the 
hands of men. If blacks are dis¬ 
enfranchised, it’s natural to 
blame whites, the dominant eth¬ 
nicity in the U.S. So if negatives 
are disenfranchised, who’s 
doing it to them? 

Odets implies that it’s those 
terrible, moralistic HIVers. His 
arguments for HIV-negative 
only groups, clubs, and society 
are exactly analogous to those 
being used to defend white-only 
and men-only clubs, and to 
attack affirmative action. 
Negatives, like racists and sex¬ 
ists, have a right to exclude 
those they despise. 

He mentioned negative sup¬ 
port groups in which the partici¬ 
pants were, reportedly, amazed 
at how many of them there 
were. They’d always just 
assumed that everyone around 
them was guilty ... er, positive ... 
until proven otherwise. In simi¬ 
lar fashion, Nazis assumed that 
the Jews were all around them 
and flipped out about it, without 
ever bothering to verify their 
prejudice. 

In fact, most AIDS service 
agencies have a culture that 
strongly bans disclosing HIV 
status. This is usually presented 
as defending HIVer staff. In fact, 
most such agencies have hardly 
any HIVer staff, and the policy 
is designed to protect the HIV- 
negatives from dealing with the 
impact of having a different sta¬ 
tus than their clients. Thus, 
instead of having to defend their 
making a living off our disease, 
they can dodge the issue alto¬ 
gether. 

Guilt or jealousy? 

All this raises the question of 
what kind of person considers 
being HIV-negative a problem? 
Sure, there’s grief, guilt, the hor¬ 
rors of the AIDS crisis to deal 
with - but certainly these impact 
positives at least as much as 
negatives. Do they really crave 
the minor perks of impending 
death, like a disabled parking 
placard and meals from Open 
Hand? But what can you say 
about someone who finds their 
negative status the most signifi¬ 
cant problem in their life? 


My personal experience is 
that such people are pretty neu¬ 
rotic in the first place. When I 
coordinated support groups for 
the AIDS Health Project, I 
attempted to establish some for 
HIV-negative men, due to orders 
from above. They all failed mis¬ 
erably because they were flood¬ 
ed with seriously disordered 
people. A group of a half-dozen 
or so members can “carry” one 
or maybe two seriously dys¬ 
functional people, but when 
fully half of the participants 
have personality disorders, it 
becomes pointless. 

Sure, living in an epidemic is 
a hassle. But no well-adjusted 
person considers being HIV¬ 
negative a “problem.” If they are 
inhibited about disclosing their 
status, they should take personal 
responsibility for this instead of 
blaming it on the community. 
Although many such people 
claim to be “guilty” about sur¬ 
viving, it really looks like most 
of them are just jealous that 
HIV-positives get to have unsafe 
sex and they don’t. 

These people are no doubt 
the perfect clients for Odets. 
They have money, since they’re 
not spending every spare dollar 
on AIDS treatments. They don’t 
have serious problems like deal¬ 
ing with disability and dying, 
and they’re good for long, prof¬ 
itable courses of treatment, 
since they never get “better” and 
they don’t croak on you. All 
they want to do is sit and whine 
endlessly about how HIVers get 
all the sympathy. I can see why 
Odets specializes in such a 
lucrative clientele. 

What I can’t see is why any¬ 
one would buy into his sappy, 
selfish ideology. My advice to 
HIV-negatives driven bonkers 
by the epidemic is essentially 
the same as that I give to 
HIVers: get a life! 

Do you really need more rea¬ 
sons to disqualify potential 
partners than you already have? 
For the price of one session 
with a shrink, you could take a 
date out for a fine dinner, which 
would probably do more for 
your sex life and general mental 
health. Why subsidize profes¬ 
sional handholders like Odets in 
their efforts to lead a cushy life 
by exploiting the AIDS epidem¬ 
ic? 

Instead, play often, play with 
lots of guys, but play safe. Let 
the nervous-nelly negatives 
scrutinize each other’s blood 
work till hell freezes over. If 
that’s their idea of foreplay, 
they’d be lousy sex anyway. ▼

His firm, Calypte Biomedical, is a 
research and development company that 
has developed a urine HIV test, which 
Umovitz said is less expensive than blood 
tests and is seen by many people as easi¬ 
er. Calypte also works outside of the 
accepted HIV model as the sole virus 
leading to AIDS, on the theory that AIDS 
involves human endogenous retrovirus - 
or HERVs - as a co-factor. 

Big mouth, little White House 

The ads were the brainchild of contro¬ 
versial gay and AIDS activist Michael 
Petrelis of AGR, who told Umovitz, “I 
am an activist with a big mouth who 
wants to go back to New Hampshire, who 
wants to put AIDS on the agenda again.” 
Toward that end, the ad aired twice dur¬ 
ing Sunday’s David Brinkley show and 
four times during Good Morning America 
on Monday. 

The 30-second spot shows a shrinking 
White House as a narrator says, “The 
Republicans have promised us a contract. 
The Democrats have proposed a new 
covenant. But none of the presidential 
candidates has promised us an aggressive 
AIDS strategy, yet AIDS is now the lead¬ 
ing cause of death of Americans 25 to 44. 
The cost in dollars and lives can no longer 
be ignored. A candidate who doesn’t have 
a plan to fight AIDS doesn’t deserve to be 


president.” Finally, the words “What 
about AIDS?” appear in black letters over 
a completely white screen. 

A blitzkrieg of television advertising is 
a natural but underutilized extension of 
gay visibility, said 
Petrelis. “We have 
this golden oppor¬ 
tunity again to put 
AIDS issues on 
the top of the 
agenda with a lit¬ 
tle bit of money.” 
AGR spokes¬ 
woman Ann 
Northrup, a New 
York-based jour¬ 
nalist-turned- 
activist, com¬ 
mented, “We 
were the only spe¬ 
cial interest with a 
TV commercial 

Petrelis said AGR members are 
pleased and surprised to find that hard¬ 
line conservatives like Bob Dole, Pat 
Buchanan, and Bob Doman seemed to 
understand the importance of AIDS. “I 
consider [Clinton’s] record on AIDS 
abysmal,” Petrelis said, adding his opin¬ 
ion that AIDS activism has become too 
meshed with the interests of a disinterest¬ 
ed Democratic Party. 

“The ad cost $1,200 to produce and 
$1,500 to air six times,” he said. “I think 
that the national gay and AIDS groups 


have not learned how to be political play¬ 
ers in this situation. Where is AMFAR 
with a TV ad? Where’s AIDS Action 
Council this weekend? Where is Log 
Cabin? Where is the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund? 

“They are still tied up with Clinton 
and the Democratic Party. We see the gay 
elected officials trying to set up a photo 
op with Clinton at the White House. 

“What we don’t see is criticism of the 
way he fired [former surgeon general 
Joycelyn] Elders, or criticism of 
[Clinton’s choice to replace her. Dr. 
Henry] Foster advocating abstinence and 
not safe sex. And the race is underway!” 

Problems in research 

Umovitz also has many complaints 
about the government, mostly about 
inherent problems in the way it has struc¬ 
tured AIDS research. “Unfortunately,” he 
says, “too many people will lose their 
jobs once Congress finds out that HIV is 
not the direct cause of AIDS,” and if he’s 
right that isn’t going to make mainstream 
researchers at NIH happy. Not that he 
cares. “Why are we still studying HIV as 
the sole cause of AIDS when this is clear¬ 
ly not the case?” he asked. “AZT hasn’t 
worked, vaccines haven’t worked - what 
alarm bell has to go off before the scien¬ 
tific community wakes up?” 

The secret, Umovitz said, is to rely on 
the type of private stock sales with which 
he has built his company, and not the NIH 
funding stream: he said those funds 


would be impossible to obtain in the 
United States with his theory. Umovitz 
said Calypte has funded its research by 
raising $25 million from private stock. 

“Our money has no strings attached to 
it; we don’t have to toe the government 
line that HIV is the cause of AIDS. I think 
we’ve beaten that dead horse pretty much 
to death. AZT has now been shown not 
even to work in children. We’re waiting 
for the alarm clock to go off in the scien¬ 
tific community that HIV is not the sole 
cause of AIDS.” 

At a New Hampshire press confer¬ 
ence, Petrelis also relayed the sentiment 
that Clinton has emerged as the Stepford 
President, as far as many gay people are 
concerned. The gay vote could be up for 
grabs, he told would-be nominees. 
Clinton may have appointed many openly 
gays and lesbians, but has done little else 
- and worse, has dealt a string of broken 
promises to AIDS patients. 

Petrelis gained extra mileage, he said, 
through press coverage of the ad, picked 
up by Associated Press and the pool of 
approximately 200 reporters from as far 
away as Europe and Asia. But apart from 
Denver, Colorado gay journalist Donnie 
Luehring, who was primarily there in an 
activist role, none of the major gay press 
corps interviewed him about the ad. T

He said the goal is that by 
using either of the two drugs in 
conjunction with AZT, patients 
will not have to use as much 


AZT and reduce some of its side 
effects. 

“FTC and 3TC rapidly cause 
the development of a mutant 
strain of the virus at very high 
levels, and this mutant strain of 
the virus is very sensitive to 
AZT,” Liotta said. 


“The one drug drives the 
virus to a mutant strain and then 
we can suppress the mutant 
strain with much lower concen¬ 
trations of AZT, and since we’re 
at lower concentrations of AZT, 
the toxic side-effects are mini¬ 
mized,” he said. T

meeting from taking place. 

White first tried to meet with 
Robertson on Tuesday, 
February 14, and was arrested 
on his subsequent visit to 
Robertson’s Christian 

Broadcasting Network (CBN) 
headquarters the next day. He 
remains in jail, refusing to post 
the $2,500 bond, and continuing 
a “fast” he began on Valentine’s 
Day that he vows to maintain 
until a meeting with Robertson 
takes place. The one thing he 
needs to help sustain him in his 
fast is Gatorade, he said, which 
is not provided by the jail. 

The, um, genesis 

White began talking with 
local Virginia gay and lesbian 
leaders last fall, and agreed to 
participate in their mid- 
February Winter Pride activi¬ 
ties. He knew the area from a 
dozen years ago, before he came 
to terms with his homosexuality, 
when he ghost wrote one of 
Robertson’s books. 

He faxed his old boss a letter, 
again asking to meet privately to 
discuss these issues, as he had 
several other times since pub¬ 
licly coming out 20 months ago. 

For some reason, Robertson 
responded to that fax. “We are 
told in the Bible to love all peo¬ 
ple including those who sin 
against the Lord. For this reason 
I must have love in my heart 
toward homosexual and lesbian 
people,” the minister and some¬ 
time presidential candidate 
wrote. But he declined to meet 
with White, writing that homo¬ 
sexuality “is the last stage in the 
decline of a population.” 

“This is unprecedented,” said 
Pat Heck, chairman of the state 
lobbying group Virginians For 
Justice. He called it a “tactical 
error” by Robertson. “I would 
have thought he wouldn’t 
indulge us.” 

From there the story grew, 
finally exploding into virtually 
continual front page coverage in 
Robertson’s home base of 
Virginia Beach, in the southeast 
corner of the state. On Friday, as 
White was riding in from the 
airport with Heck, he was star¬ 


tled to learn his correspondence ■ 
had been splashed across the 
front page of the local newspa¬ 
per. Moreover, it blared from 
the dashboard radio: “Call in 
and tell Pat Robertson why he 
should meet with Mel White,” 
urged the resident talkmeister. 

“Whenever you get this type 
of publicity you have got to 
rethink your strategy, because 
you don’t get this again,” 
recounted White. “This story 
will be old news the minute I 
leave.” 

He and local leaders had 
planned the weekend as a get- 
acquainted meeting, but it took 
on a life of its own: “Valentine’s 
Day, love letters to Pat, this is 
what it is,” thought White. 
“Why don’t we just deliver a 
letter and ask for a meeting?” 
The local community embraced 
the idea. 

“The people involved with 
this are primarily nontraditional 
members in our community, 
those who haven’t been that 
involved before. It is tremen¬ 
dously exciting to me,” said 
Don Davis, longtime Virginia 
activist. 

Red roses 
for a red baiter 

Several dozens supporters 
assembled at mid-day on the 
14th, at a restaurant across from 
CBN. White carried a box of a 
dozen roses and a letter to 
Robertson as he and twelve 
members of communities of 
faith crossed Indian River Road 
toward the compound. 

CBN spokesman Gene Kapp 
led a significant body of securi¬ 
ty personnel that met White and 
his supporters at the gate. Kapp 
discouraged them from entering 
the property, but did not try to 
block entrance to the com¬ 
pound, since it holds several 
public accommodations includ¬ 
ing a hotel and restaurant. 

“We come on Valentine’s 
Day in the spirit of love, but 
Jesus taught us that real love 
cannot be silent in the face of 
injustice,” White said. “Real 
love insists that truth be told: 
Gays and lesbians can be just as 
Christian and just as American 
as Pat.” 

The party walked more than

a quarter mile to the central administra¬ 
tion building and entered the lobby. 
White went to the bookstore and pur¬ 
chased America's Dates With Destiny, 
the book he wrote under Robertson’s 
name. 

The print media was asked to leave - 
the electronic media had been barred at 
the gate - and then the dozen supporters 
were peeled away until White was left 
alone. Security prevented all but 
approved personnel from entering the 
lobby area. 

“They brought me all of their smiley 
folk,” White said. “Finally the chaplain, 
Mark Johnston, came over. He was very 
solicitous. He said, ‘Mel, you represent 
the cult of death because you don’t pro¬ 
create. Pat can’t see you for he will add 
credibility to your movement.’ And I 
said, that is exactly the type of extreme 
rhetoric I am here to talk about. Ask my 
daughter or my son if we don’t procre¬ 
ate.” 

At 5:30 they again asked him to 
leave - and when he refused, “in the 
spirit of civil disobedience and nonvio¬ 
lent resistance,” security personnel 
grabbed him in a wrist hold and hustled 
him out the back door, locking it behind 
him. 

White and his party returned the next 
day in a cold winter rain. He was arrest¬ 
ed for trespassing. 

Rain and rain 
and “Go away” 

It continued to rain on Thursday as 


the party, led by retired Presbyterian 
Minister Bob Bradford, who has a gay 
son, and PWA Michael Mulheran, 
returned at noon to a locked and literal¬ 
ly barred CBN headquarters. CBN offi¬ 
cials slowly relented and allowed first 
Mulheran, then Bradford, and finally 
the rest of the drenched and shivering 
party to stand under the eaves of the 
building, somewhat out of the rain. The 
damp cold eventually became too much 
for the elderly Bradford and the group 
departed at 3:30, with no one arrested. 

The group that has begun to coalesce 
through a series of meetings associated 
with these actions has given itself the 
name of “Bearing Witness: A coalition 
of religious leaders and heterosexuals, 
led by gay organizations.” Friday’s 
return visit was led by designated 
arrestee Rev. Elder Darlene Garner, 
pastor of the MCC church in Fairfax, 
Virginia. They vow to keep returning 
until a meeting with Robertson has 
been arranged. 

White truly believes Robertson can 
change. “In the spirit of Martin [Luther 
King Jr.] I have to say, if Bull Conner 
can become an integrationist, you have 
got to believe that Pat Robertson can 
realize his mistake, say he is sorry, and 
help us stop these hate crimes. I have to 
believe that. And in my heart, though 
there are times that I doubt, I have to 
believe that.” ▼

union contract demands without any 
regard for their merits or impact on the 
foundation’s clients or staff.” Christen 
said. 

She called Petroni’s charges that he 
was not hired due to his accent “a bizarre 
allegation.” 

Petroni has retained a lawyer and 
intends to file a wrongful termination 
suit against the agency. He has also filed 
with the state Equal Employment 
Opportunities Commission, as have two 
other former employees. 

A less perfect union? 

“We organized a year ago because we 
felt we could make this place work bet¬ 
ter if employees had a real voice in day 
to day operation. That’s all we want, to 
make the Foundation a better place to 
work and therefore a more effective 
weapon in the struggle against AIDS,” 
said SEIU 790A spokesperson Kim 
Waldron. 

But some San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation workers say that they also 
are concerned about the tactics used by 
the Local - which are accomplishing the 
reverse of their goals. 

“SFAF bargaining unit members who 
are seen as non-supportive of some or all 
union tactics and/or positions have been 
slandered, libeled, and even harassed 
and targeted for actions,” charge 18 
SFAF workers including Quang Tue 
Ngyuen, Franklin Hernandez, Magna 
Solon, L’Andra White, Larry Zapatka, 


and Paul Di Donato. 

They say claims of insensitivity to 
staff with HIV and AIDS “are offensive 
and untrue” and also say charges of anti¬ 
gay bias or “queer bashing” have been 
raised, despite the “reality of excellent 
representation of gays and lesbians on 
the staff and the board.” 

According to the workers, bargaining 
unit members have experienced “every¬ 
thing from breaches of workplace confi¬ 
dentiality and privacy, to fabricated 
complaints and threats of physical intim¬ 
idation and harassment by other bargain¬ 
ing union members.” 

The charges, in an extraordinary pub¬ 
lic statement, also lay much of the 
responsibility for misinformation at the 
feet of the union organizers. 

“We must do so publicly, because 
Local 790A and most union leaders 
among SFAF staff are engaging in 
rhetoric and tactics, internally and pub¬ 
licly, that we find at every level unac¬ 
ceptable and destructive,” the employees 
wrote. 

Anyone who disagrees is a target for 
retaliation, the workers say. 

“The promise that unionization 
would bring the workers together in a 
new spirit of understanding and cooper¬ 
ation rings hollow with the tactics 
described above.” 

The letter also claims that, despite the 
rhetoric of democracy and worker 
choice, the unionization of the agency 
means that workers who do not wish to 
join the union will be terminated. 

“Either you join the union or you 
don’t work there,” acknowledged 790A

Get Used To It

“Discussing the Undiscussable 
(Why I Won’t Review ‘Victim Art’”) 
by Arlene Croce, from the Dec. 26/Jan. 2 
issue of The New Yorker. 

I have not seen Bill T. Jones's Still/Here and have no 
plans to review it. In this piece, which was given locally 
at the Brooklyn Academy, Jones presents people {as he 
has in the past) who are terminally ill and talk about it. 

I understand that there is dancing going on during the 
talking, but of course no one goes to Still/Here for the 
dancing. People are asking whether Jones' type of the¬ 
atre is not a new art form. Dying an art form? Why, yes, 
I suppose dying can be art in a screwily post-neo-Dada 
sense. But this is not the sense intended by Bill T. 

Jones, even though he has his origins as a choreogra¬ 
pher in the Dada experimentation of the sixties. If I 
understand Still/Here correctly, and I think I do - the 
publicity has been deafening - it is a kind of messianic 
travelling medicine show, designed to do some good for 
sufferers of fatal illnesses, both those in the cast and 
those thousands more who may be in the audience. If 
we ask what a show does that no hospital, clinic, 
church or other kind of relief agency has so far been 
able to do, I think the answer is obvious. If we consider 
that the experience, open to the public, as it is, may 
also be intolerably voyeuristic, the remedy is also obvi¬ 
ous: Don't go.

T he times being what they are, 
vicious attacks on art are barely 
even news. But when the attack 
appears in a publication that styles 
itself an arbiter of taste and sophistication, 
when it comes from the pen of an influential 
dance critic with more than 30 years of 
experience, and when it is aimed at a suc¬ 
cessful, award-winning African-American 
choreographer who is both gay and HIV¬ 
positive, you’d expect folks to haul out their 
megaphones and their poster paints and get 
ready to picket. 

But you’d be disappointed. 

Perhaps one of the most surprising 
aspects of The New Yorker dance writer 
Arlene Croce’s recent demolition of Bill T. 
Jones’ new work, Still Here (Feb 24-26 at 
Zellerbach Hall), is that it has apparently 
generated so little public outrage. It’s true 
that Croce’s piece, “Discussing the 
Undiscussable: Why I Won’t Review 
‘Victim Art,”’ which appeared in The New 
Yorker’s double issue of Dec. 26 
1994/January 2, 1995, has become a major 
topic of conversation among groups of 
artists and critics. And it’s true that The New 
Yorker expanded its next issue’s letters-to- 
the-editor section in order to allow such 
commentators as Tony Kushner, bell hooks, 
and Camille Paglia to weigh in with (edited) 
criticisms of Croce.

Petula Clark Stars in Liverpudlian Slice of Life 

Perfectly Pet

etula Clark is not only down¬ 
town, she’s way downtown. The 
darling of ’60s frothy, romantic 
pop is starring opposite David 
Cassidy in Willy Russell’s hit musical 
Blood Brothers at the Golden Gate 
Theatre in the Tenderloin. Clark isn’t 
exactly “where all the lights are bright” in 
those unsavory environs (where the only 
“movie shows” around are X-rated), but 
she is enjoying a reemergence in this 
country after having faded from the 
American scene in the mid ’70s. 

The 62-year-old Clark arrives for an 
interview with only three hours of sleep, 
but it doesn’t show. She’s dressed in a 
long black skirt, black turtleneck and a 
peachy satin blouse that is untucked and 
unbuttoned. It’s Pet unplugged. She set¬ 
tles in for a chat and is quick with that 
familiar grin and the pleasingly natural 
guffaw. The cute blonde who was the first 
British female of the rock era to have a 
number-one single in the U.S. 
(“Downtown,” 1965) has weathered the 
intervening decades well and is pleased to 
be showing her face stateside after a long 
absence. 

No stranger 
to melodrama 

Clark’s return began when she joined 
the Broadway cast of Blood Brothers, the 
huge West End hit about the British - 
specifically Liverpool - class system and 
a set of twins separated at birth. The tour 
began last September in Houston, which 
seems an odd place to plop down a 
Liverpudlian slice of life, but the show 


was a hit, as it has been everywhere it has 
touched down. Critics seldom like it, but 
audiences embrace it. Clark doesn’t call 
the musical a musical, but rather “a play 
with music.” 

“People, when they go see a musical 
have an idea of what they’re going to 
see,” Clark explains. “ Blood Brothers 
isn’t anything like that. Willy Russell is a 
very real writer. Every bit of dialogue is 
real. Liverpool is a very special place, and 
this man still lives there. He could live 
anywhere in the world because he’s a 


wealthy, successful writer, but he stays 
with his people and knows his people, 
and everything that happens or is said in 
this play comes from reality. The play 
doesn’t often get good reviews because 
critics don’t really get it. Willy is criti¬ 
cized for being melodramatic. Well, I 
think life is melodramatic. At least bits of 
my life have been absolute, true melodra¬ 
ma.” 

Petula Sally Olwen Clark was bom in 
Epsom, Surrey and began singing in 
church at age three. She soon had her own 


BBC radio show called Pet’s Parlour and 
began her recording career at age 17. The 
hit songs began in 1957, and before she 
hit it big in the U.S. in the mid ’60s, the 
multilingual singer was already a star in 
Britain, Australia, Canada and Europe. 

Her early singing career ran parallel to 
a busy movie career. Prior to her success 
in the splashy late ’60s American musi¬ 
cals Finian ’s Rainbow and Goodbye, Mr. 
Chips, Clark had already made over 25 
films, including the now-classic 1945 
romance I Know Where I’m Going, 
directed by the legendary team of 
Michael Powell and Emeric Pressberger. 

“I was a monstrous little girl in that,” 
Clark recalls. “And I wasn’t bad at it, 
actually. I was terrified of Michael 
Powell, though. He was a formidable 
man, and I’d seen him mistreat actors on 
the set. During one scene at a long table, 
I was wearing jodhpurs, and I was dying 
to go to the loo. I didn’t have a stand-in, 
and I was frightened to ask because 
Powell really, really terrified me. So, I 
just sat there and weed in my jodhpurs. 
Isn’t that sad? That’s my Michael Powell 
story.” 

Astaire and Coppola 

Clark gave Sir Alec Guiness his first 
on-screen kiss in 1952’s The Promoter 
before she began focusing more on her 
burgeoning recording career. She was 
called back to film for Francis Ford 
Coppola’s 1968 version of the hit musical 
Finian’s Rainbow starring Fred Astaire. 
Clark fondly remembers Astaire, who 
loved pop music. “We used to sing all the 
time,” she says. “Fred would get me to

Pizzicato Five — More Sass Than Cheese 


Cute, Gorgeous, And in Bad Taste

H alfway into Five by 
Pizzicato Five, the 
Tokyo band’s debut 
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American EP, lead singer Maki 
Nomiya is subjected to a 
tongue-in-cheek pop-star inter¬ 
view during the song “This 
Year’s Girl #2.” Over an innocu¬ 
ous keyboard ditty, Maki 
answers such probing questions 
as, “What’s your favorite food?” 
and “What’s your hobby?” 
(Raw food and Barbie dolls, 
respectively.) When asked to 
name her favorite fashion, she 
replies, “Fashion that’s cute, 
gorgeous, and in bad taste.” 

Given the band’s acute sense 
of fashion, we know that for 
Maki, “bad taste” actually 
means cool, as any self-respect¬ 
ing, polyester hip-hugger-wear- 
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ing club kid will tell you. 

That said, “cute, gorgeous, 
and in bad taste” is exactly what 
Pizzicato Five is all about. With 
two male DJs providing the 
samples and beats, and a fashion 
plate chanteuse for a singer, 
comparisons have been drawn 
to the upstart New York group 
Deee-Lite. But given the latter’s 
lackluster products, that’s sell¬ 
ing Pizzicato Five short. In the 
time it took Deee-Lite to pro¬ 
duce one record. World Clique 
(their only decent record to 
date). Pizzicato Five put out 
four albums and a slew of 12” 
singles. Since the release of 
1985’s “Audrey Hepburn 
Complex,” the band has been 
incredibly prolific. Their 13th 
full-length record. Made in 
USA, was released by Matador 
last fall. 

This being the band’s first 
release, Made in USA is a com¬ 
pilation of tracks culled from 
the vast reservoir of material put 
out by Pizzicato Five over the 
past decade. In typical Japanese 
fashion, the record proudly dis¬ 
plays an idealized love of 
Western pop culture, twisting as 
it does ideas of fashion, mores 
and politics with wild abandon. 

Maki rolls around in it 

The masterminds behind this 
miasma are programmers 
Yasuharu Konishi and K-Taro

Takanami, two architects of 
sound who know a good groove 
when they sample one. They’ve 
made quite a multi-layered 
music bed for Maki to roll 
around in.

Altman’s tenacity as a film¬ 
maker is as legendary as his 
rants against the “merchants” of 
Hollywood. Unimpressed by his 
Oscar nomination for best direc¬ 
tor for Short Cuts (1993), and

opposed to competitions among 
artists in general, he once 
remarked to a New York Times 
reporter that “this is all about 
advertising and selling tickets ... 
too much attention is paid to the 
Oscars. I hope the Academy 
Awards self-destruct one of 
these days.” True to form, 
Altman seldom misses an 
opportunity to expose the more 
unseemly aspects of the film 
industry. 

Landscape of cynicism 
and hope 

Altman’s Nashville (1975) 
has long been considered one of 
the best films of the ’70s. It is 
certainly one of the best films of 
his career. Its greatness lies in 
Altman’s ability to fuse art and 
politics as he follows the lives of 
two dozen characters through a 
weekend political rally for a 
presidential candidate who is 


never even seen, and only 
briefly heard. With an all-star 
cast that includes Henry Gibson, 
Ronee Blakley, Karen Black, 
Lily Tomlin, Geraldine Chaplin, 
Keith Carradine, Barbara 
Harris, and Shelley Duvall, 
along with a unique musical 
score, Nashville paints a portrait 
of cynicism and hope. 

Nashville is classic 
Americana and blends both 
political and personal drama 
into what film critic Leonard 
Maltin described as a “brilliant 
mosaic of American life.” 
Altman taps into the American 
psyche with astonishing ease - 
its people are as alienated from 
politics as they are from each 
other. His host of characters and 
his multiple, ever-evolving plots 
draw the unsuspecting viewer to 
the film’s chilling finale.

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'The Nerve Bible' 

Anderson in Cyberspace

aurie Anderson was all over the Bay Area last 
week, premiering her new multimedia spectacle 
The Nerve Bible for three nights at Zellerbach 
Hall in Berkeley, then bringing it to the Warfield 
in SF and on to Santa Cruz. It’s been five years since 
Anderson has mounted a full-scale production like this, 
and she had previously announced, then canceled appear¬ 
ances twice in a year, so it’s a pleasure to report that the 
new show is a triumph. There seems to be no end to what 
this amazing artist can do. 

Anderson’s performance art has always included 
songs, video, film, sets, stagecraft, lighting effects and 
movement - in a word, opera. This time she has outdone 
herself, adding to her electronic bag of tricks with com¬ 
puter animation, multi-screen images, and a laser beam. 
Unexpectedly, she has added electric guitar to her reper¬ 
toire, although nothing will take the place of her electric 
violin. A camera mounted on her bow, and one which 
was part of a microphone, threw live images onscreen to 
amazing effect. 

At the heart of all this wizardry is still Anderson’s 
ability to tell a good story, modulated by voice filters or 
not. At the end of the first act, she confided in the audi¬ 
ence that Nerve Bible was inspired by a near-death expe¬ 
rience she had hiking the Himalayas, where she suffered 
acute altitude sickness, days of high fever and wild hal¬ 
lucinations. Led by a fellow trekker down to safety, her 
tenuous connection to life was his voice, describing the 
scenery or yak dung. She says the sound of a human 
voice saved her life. 

Laurie’s Tibetan cliffhanger recalls the rare tropical 
disease she picked up scuba-diving in Rio, or the time 
she fell into an open manhole in New York City: this 
woman has always skirted danger. Brushes with death 
add resonance to her song about the plague, “Love 
Among the Sailors,” and in fact much of Nerve Bible is 
dark, forbidding, even apocalyptic. She courts electrocu¬ 
tion by rigging her body with live current so she can cre¬ 
ate sound effects by thumping her head, her chest. Laurie 


Anderson, please be careful! 

The show, which tours the country, ends up on 
Broadway. Her latest album. Bright Red, is now 
joined by a spoken-word disc, The Ugly One with the 
Jewels. Next month her first CD-ROM, Puppet 
Motel, will be released: six hours of words and 
music. And the cutting-edge artist has entered cyber¬ 
space with typical panache: Internet junkies can find 
her in The Green Room, wherein performances. 


music and live feeds from Green Rooms (backstage 
reception areas) along her tour will be flung into the 
electronic web. 

Though she’s proficient as any hacker, Anderson has 
always maintained a healthy skepticism towards the lat¬ 
est technological advance. As she sings in “Puppet 
Motel”: “They’re having virtual sex./ They’re eating vir¬ 
tual food./ No wonder these puppets/ Are always in a 
lousy mood.” ▼

sing all my songs to him, and then he’d 
ask me to explain all the Beatles’ lyrics to 
him.” 

Enterprising young buck Coppola 
hijacked Astaire and Clark from the mas¬ 
sive location shoot in the Napa Valley one 
day so he could film the opening 
sequence the way he wanted. 

“We took off in this funny old limo,” 
Clark says. “It was just the three of us, 
which was no mean feat because we were 
policed so heavily by Warner Brothers. 
Francis didn’t want anything to do with 
all that studio stuff. He wanted to get the 
camera on his shoulders and go for it, so 
we took off and had a wonderful time. 
Francis would say to Fred, ‘Now why 
don’t you go over and dance through that 
field.’ Fred would say, ‘You do not 
understand. I don’t dance through real 
fields because there are rabbit holes and 
cow dung there. You build a field on a 
back lot and I’ll dance through it.’ Fred 
went along with Francis, but it was a 
meeting of two totally different points of 
view from two totally different eras. 
They got on quite well, though I did find 
myself in the middle of them quite 
often.” 

“Organic” career 

Clark says she’s still a fan of pop 
music. Though her last single to place on 
the American charts was 1982’s “Natural 
Love,” Clark says she is currently work¬ 
ing on a new album. Six tracks of what 
she describes as modem pop songs have 
already been recorded. Clark and Cassidy 
have also recorded a cast album for Blood 
Brothers featuring the Royal 
Philharmonic Orchestra and author 
Russell as the narrator.

Of her co-star, Clark says she and 
Cassidy, who also starred on Broadway, 
have become good friends. “I was never 
into The Partridge Family at all,” she 


says. “I don’t think I’d even seen an 
episode. Still haven’t, but I have seen 
some of these rather curious photographs 
of David with this long hair. He was cer¬ 


tainly very cute. Still is. He made some 
good pop records, too.” 

The entire Blood Brothers experience 
has provided something of an awakening 
for Clark. “The show is sad,” she muses, 
“but there’s a kind of power in it that is 
uplifting. I don’t want to get too cerebral 
here, but I can honestly say it has made 
me look at myself very carefully. That’s 
one of the reasons my character has 
stayed so fresh for me. I’m constantly 
seeing things about myself and about this 
woman as we go on. When I first started 
playing her, I had no idea who she was. I 
was just doing it. Now, when I get those 
awful clothes on, I really become her. At 
the end, I really am living that moment. 
It’s true.” 

The very word “retire” inspires a 
shudder from Clark. “That’s a horrible 
word,” she says. Happiest when on the 
road, Clark does not miss her London 
home and just wants to keep working. 
“My career has always been very chaot¬ 
ic, very organic,” she continues. 
“There’s never been any master plan. 
I’ve always made my own decisions and 
have made some bad ones. I’ve followed 
other people’s advice, and that hasn’t 
worked. Finally, I’ve decided I’m just 
not going to let that happen anymore. 
It’s taken me a long time to have the 
courage to do that.” T

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'Blood Brothers' Blends Realism, Schmaltz 


Liverpool Lullaby

lood Brothers, Willy 
Russell’s intrepid 
British musical, is a 
phenomenon. After a 
dismal initial run in London’s 
West End, the show hit the road, 
developed a strong, almost cult 
following, re-opened in London 
and, seven years later, is still 
running. The show’s two-year- 
old Broadway incarnation is 
still going strong, and the tour¬ 
ing production, boasting the 
star power of ’60s pop diva 
Petula Clark and David 
Cassidy, has just settled in for a 
month-long run at the Golden 
Gate Theatre. 

It’s easy to see why audi¬ 
ences take to the show and crit¬ 
ics don’t. As an emotional, 
gloomy, modern fairy tale root¬ 
ed in the harsh reality of the 
British class system. Blood 
Brothers offers tuneful schmaltz 
and engaging melodrama. 
Amidst the heavy-handedness 
and overearnest pontificating - 
the wealthy wrongfully take 
advantage of the poor and every 
child, given a chance, can 
amount to something - lies an 
entertaining and moving play 
with a simple, enjoyable pop 
score. 

More serious and less ambi¬ 
tious than most musicals. Blood 
Brothers either draws you into 
its soap-opera-like tale or shuts 
you out. There’s very little mid¬ 
dle ground. The primary 
strength of the show lies in the 
integrity of its creator. 

The haves and have-nots 

Russell’s story is set in the 
industrial squalor of Liverpool 
and follows the plight of Mrs. 
Johnstone, a single mother try¬ 
ing to raise seven children on 
the dole. The plot gets under 
way when Mrs. Johnstone learns 
she is pregnant with twins. 
Social Services has warned her 


that having any more children 
will force them to put her entire 
brood into the care of the state, 
so Mrs. J turns to the wealthy 
matron for whom she cleans 
house. 

The two women hatch a plan: 
the barren matron will keep one 
of the twins and Mrs. Johnstone 
will keep the other. In a fit of 
superstitious paranoia, the 
wealthy employer warns Mrs. 
Johnstone that the twins must 
never know the other exists, for 
if they do, they’ll both die. As 
fate - and melodrama - would 
have it, the twin boys, Mickey 
the Poor and Edward the 
Wealthy, become best friends, to 
the chagrin of their respective 
mothers. Years go by, and 
Edward goes the Oxbridge-edu¬ 
cated politician route while 
Mickey gets laid off from the 
factory, gets his girlfriend preg¬ 
nant, winds up in jail and 
emerges a wasted junky. In 
Russell’s Liverpudlian world, 
sadness, despair and economic 
injustice reign. 

Clark, Cassidy 
good match 

Through all the grandiose 
foreboding and treacherous 
deceit of Blood Brothers, 
Russell’s characters shine 
because he likes them. They’re 
even easier to like as portrayed 
by leads Clark and Cassidy. 
Songstress Clark eschews the 
pop image she created with 
frothy hits like “Downtown” 
and “I Know a Place” to don the 
frumpy welfare rags of Mrs. 
Johnstone. The effect is more 
than pleasing. Russell’s score 
and Clark’s recordings are not 
wildly different, so the music 
isn’t a problem, but her acting is 
surprisingly strong and she is a 
solid, warm presence on stage. 
Her finest moment comes early 
in the first act just after she has 
given away her son. While she 
sings the mournful ballad “Easy

Terms,” most of her possessions 
are carried from her home by a 
squad of re-possessors. 

Cassidy is an even bigger 
surprise in the role of Mickey 
(the welfare twin). Forced to 
spend the entire first act pre¬ 
tending to be an eight-year-old 


boy, Cassidy does an admirable 
job conveying the essence of a 
child. But when his big first-act 
number, “Long Sunday 
Afternoon,” comes up, the little 
boy fades and out comes that 
voice that immediately calls to 
mind his early ’70s hit “I Think 


I Love You.” Cassidy is in fine 
voice, and it is a shame 
Russell’s score gives him few 
opportunities to show it off. 

Dreary narration 

As long as Cassidy and Clark 
are on stage, the schmaltz level 
remains tolerable. It’s when the 
focus shifts to the narrator, por¬ 
trayed by Mark McGrath, that 
Blood Brothers falters. 
Directors Bill Kenwright and 
Bob Tomson have unwisely 
advised McGrath to perform the 
role - which consists of porten¬ 
tous asides in sing-song rhyme - 
without the Liverpool accent. 
The drab American tones do lit¬ 
tle to help the already question¬ 
able role and when the audience 
cringes every time McGrath 
appears, it becomes clear that 
what began as a nuisance has 
become a liability. 

Overall, though. Blood 
Brothers is a rousing, 
unabashedly sentimental experi¬ 
ence. Russell believes in these 
people, and you either embrace 
his tender, humanistic politics or 
reject them with a cynical sneer. 
Blood Brothers is his musical 
tribute to the souls he feels are 
still worth saving. ▼

In Focus 


As a dance critic. I've learned to avoid dancers with 
obvious problems - overweight dancers (not fat dancers; 
Jackie Gleason was fat and was a good dancer), old 
dancers, dancers with sickled feet, or dancers with physi¬ 
cal deformities who appear nightly in roles requiring 
beauty of line. In quite another category of undiscussabili- 
ty are those dancers I'm forced to feel sorry for because 
of the way they present themselves: as dissed blacks, 
abused women, or disenfranchised homosexuals - as per¬ 
formers, in short, who make out of victimhood victim art. 

I can live with the flabby, the feeble, the scoliotic. But 
with the righteous I cannot function at all. The strategies 
of victim artists are proliferating marvellously at the 
moment. There's no doubt that the public likes to see vic¬ 
tims, if only to patronize them with applause. The main 
type of victim art (the type that I think gave rise to all the 
others) is a politicized version of blackmail that certain 
performers resort to, even great performers like Chaplin 
in his more self-pitying moments. Instead of compassion, 
these performers induce, and even invite, a cozy kind of 
complicity. When a victim artist finds his or her public, a 
perfect, mutually manipulative union is formed which no 
critic may put asunder.

But the window opened, then 
shut. The New Yorker - and Ms. 
Croce - weren’t in the mood for 
a debate. What critical response 
there has been to her article, 
unfortunately, has tended to 
focus on Croce’s supposed ethi¬ 
cal breach in reviewing a perfor¬ 
mance she did not see. Of course, 
that isn’t what Croce did at all. 
Her 4,000-word article was an 
essay, not a review, and Croce 
was analyzing a phenomenon, 
what she dubbed “victim art.” 
Jones’ work merely served as the 
diving board for the discussion. 

The fact that Croce didn’t see 
Still/Here, however, - indeed 
would not see it - is of enor¬ 
mous significance for another 
reason. A great deal of what 
Jones represents - whether or 
not his work deals with it as 
explicit content (and much of it 
does not) - is the visibility of 
black artists, of gay artists, of 
artists with HIV, of artists who 
refuse to be elusive about their 
sexuality. By declaring Jones’ 
work “undiscussable” and 
unseeable, Croce accepted a 
role as a kind of Kapo for the 
forces of artistic and cultural 
repression. (“Don’t go,” she 
advised readers.) 

And that’s the true danger of 
what Croce has written - not so 
much for her personal opinions, 
but for the ominously familiar 
tone they sounded. Croce put her 
hands over ears and eyes and 
gave the high-art go-ahead to 
anyone who’d ever been tempted 
to do the same. In the process, 
she made apparent what had 
only seemed to be true, forcing 
the realization that the debate 
over censorship in the arts really 
has changed. No longer do arts 


watchdogs make direct attacks 
on content (they’re often hope¬ 
less and have the disadvantage 
of exposing assailants’ bigotry). 
Rather, they’ve slyly turned to 
the vague and more defensible 
tactic of condemning work for 
its lack of “artistic merit.” 
Croce’s “Why I Won’t Review 
‘Victim Art’” - superbly crafted 
as it is - might well be that new 
movement’s manifesto. 

Dancing Against Denial 

Bill T. Jones and Amie Zane 
met in college in New York in 
1970 and became lovers almost 
immediately. By 1982, they had 
formed their own modem dance 
company. In 1987, when Zane 
and Jones decided to go public 
about being HIV-affected they 
were virtually the only members 
of the mainstream dance world 
ever to have done so. When 
Zane died in 1988, that 
remained true. Seven years later, 
it is still true. 

In the realm of professional 
ballet, the silence is even grim¬ 
mer. David Bintley’s The Dance 
House, which premiered this 
month at San Francisco Ballet, 
is literally only the second piece 
“about” AIDS ever made for or 
by a major American ballet 
company. (The first was Lar 
Lubovitch’s 1986 Concerto Six 
Twenty-Two.) HIV-infected 
members of ballet companies 
fear for their jobs and their rep¬ 
utations, and administrators rou¬ 
tinely dissemble about whether 
their companies have been 
“touched” by AIDS. In 1992, 
San Francisco Ballet’s then- 
General Manager Joyce Moffatt 
(now at the Houston Ballet) 
insisted there were no people 
with HIV or AIDS in the com¬ 
pany (there were at least five). 
And the Joffrey Ballet, whose 
founder Robert Joffrey died of 


AIDS in 1988, still officially 
maintains that no one in the 
company has been affected. 

Ironically, that’s the rule 
rather than the exception in 
dance - innumerable opulent 
benefits notwithstanding. As 
Bill T. Jones put it in a 1993 
interview, “It’s cool to wear the 
ribbon and talk tirelessly about 
other people’s problems. (The 
attitude is) ‘We’re fighting for 
AIDS because of people we 
have lost, but not because I 
myself may be one of them.’” 

Workshopping Survival 

Jones’ first major work after 
Zane’s death was Last Supper at 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin/The 
Promised Land (1990), a lavish 
and gorgeous piece that thrilled 
audiences and terrified promot¬ 
ers. (Each city in which Last 
Supper appeared had to recruit 
and rehearse some 39 perform¬ 
ers from its own communities; at 
one point most of them danced 
nude. During each performance, 
Jones invited a member of the 
local clergy onstage to tell the 
Old Testament story of Job, after 
which Jones quizzed her or him 
with questions like, “Is AIDS a 
punishment from God?”) 

Jones made Last Supper, he 
says, because he believed his 
time was limited and he wanted 
to create a dance that would be 
his final and most complete 
artistic statement. When Last 
Supper was finished - but Jones 
wasn’t - he began work on what 
would become the appropriately 
titled Still/Here. 

The spirit of Still/Here 
comes, in large part, from the 
dozens of “Survival Workshops” 
that Jones conducted across the 
country over the last two years. 
“I chose the name ‘survival,’ 
Jones says, “because I wanted to 
(confront) the issue of people 


dealing with life-threatening ill¬ 
ness. I didn’t want to come in 
and talk about dying workshops 
- it was not about that.” 

Jones included men with 
prostate cancer, teenagers with 
leukemia, women with breast 
cancer, a man who’d had triple¬ 
bypass surgery, a woman with 
Hodgkin’s disease, and people 
with AIDS. In the material from 
the workshops that is included 
in the video montage and sound 
score for Still/Here, Jones says, 
participants “stand and talk and 
draw our lives .... I say ‘Now, 
walk me through your life. Take 
me to the day you die. What 
time of day is it? Who is there? 
How do you look?”’ 

It is precisely this material - 
indeed this theme - that Croce 
found objectionable, and she 
blasted Jones for “baiting the 
audience.” In contrast to other 
“anti-conventionalist” artists who 
merely manipulated audiences 
“into accepting what you saw as 
art,” Croce wrote, “[w]ith Jones, 
you were actually intimidated.” 

Perhaps more important, by 
making a piece about death and 
survival, Croce implied, Jones 
had morbidly fetishized Zane 
(his lover of 17 years) and 
turned him into a martyr. (“Bill 
T. Jones seems to have been des¬ 
ignated by his time to become 
the John the Baptist of victim 
art,” Croce wrote. “His Christ 
was Arnie Zane.”) 

“Victim art,” in other words, 
winds up being art that deals 
with any subject the speaker or 
author would rather not con¬ 
front. Croce isn’t “intimidated” 
by Jones’ anger, his in-your-face 
downtown-dance-scene values, 
or even his blackness. What 
goads her is that American 
stages are increasingly being 
appropriated by work that isn’t 
about her - her milieu, her aes¬ 
thetic, her history, her relation¬ 
ships, her social class, her race, 
or her personal concerns. 

On the face of it, there’s 
nothing wrong with critics mak¬ 
ing such distinctions: I won’t go 
see the SF Ballet’s latest pale 
rendition of Romeo & Juliet for 
the same reasons. But what is 
insidious in Croce’s careful 
denunciation of Jones’ “victim 
art” is her presumption that 
work made for someone other 
than “her readers” (whomever 
she imagines them to be) 
deserves no audience at all. Art 
that holds value for those out¬ 
side Croce’s peer group is sim¬ 
ply not art. It’s not discussable. 
Don’t go. 

Croce no doubt intended her 


essay to seem brave - a neces¬ 
sary voice raised against the 
deafening chorus of 
artist/activists and their rabid 
and muddle-headed PC support¬ 
ers. But it’s false bravery. It’s 
the press-conference bravery of 
politicians who say they aren’t 
afraid to take unpopular stands - 
and then wind up attacking wel¬ 
fare mothers, immigrants, or the 
“guilty” victims (never the inno¬ 
cent ones) of AIDS. 

The fact is, such cheap shots 
aren’t unpopular - they couldn’t 
be more popular. But Croce, like 
so many other smart, articulate 
neoconservatives, clothes her 
reactionary rhetoric in beggar’s 
rags. By posing as someone 
whose speech is itself threat¬ 
ened and who must nevertheless 
dare to voice the truth that must 
somehow be spoken, Croce 
plays victim - the role she so 
disdains - all the while saying 
exactly what most people 
believe and want to hear. 

The point is not that Croce is 
some uptown Manhattan ver¬ 
sion of Donald Wildmon or 
Jesse Helms - she may not even 
be a Republican - but that she 
has made bedfellows of them. 
Attacks on gay art - and that’s 
what Croce’s essay is - have 
become one of the Right’s most 
successful strategies, and Croce 
knew exactly whose company 
she was keeping when she wrote 
“Discussing the Undiscussable.” 

When someone in Croce’s 
position starts throwing around 
words like “victim” and “politi¬ 
cally correct,” moreover, it’s 
almost always a smokescreen. 
And what’s hiding behind it is 
someone who deeply believes 
that certain topics - racism, 
homophobia, our callous indif¬ 
ference toward the sick, the great 
American lie of liberty and jus¬ 
tice for all - genuinely are (and 
must remain) undiscussable. 

But Bill T. Jones doesn’t play 
that. In the end, I suspect, Croce 
hid her eyes from Still/Here not 
because she objected to what 
might take place onstage, but 
because she couldn’t bear the 
sight of what might be visible 
in the audience. ▼

SF Ballet's '95 Season Looks Good 

Sensational Dancing

gl l he San Francisco Ballet 
season is now entering 
high gear. I felt it hap¬ 
pen last week - I had to 
go back and see these ballets 
again, and even again. Each 
time, some dancer would show 
me something so surprising, so 
far surpassing what I had imag¬ 
ined, I could not believe what 
I’d seen. 

Most exciting of all, in an 
exciting week, was Eric 
Hoisington’s solo, “Tico Tico,” 
from Paul Taylor’s Company B, 
which is now in its third straight 
year as a hit ballet for this com¬ 
pany. Taylor suggests fleeting 
romances amid hectic fun, the 
kind that comes about when 
masses of people are being 
shifted around, as soldiers were 
in World War II. He lets 
Andrews Sisters’ songs, and the 
fox-trots, shags, polkas, and 
rhumbas they’re built on, sug¬ 
gest an epoch of canteen life, 
chance encounters, orders from 
headquarters, and the possibility 
of falling in love with someone 
who may be shipped out, or 
killed, next week. (Taylor is 
helped by the casual khaki cos¬ 
tumes that Santo Loquasto has 
devised, and by Jennifer 
Tipton’s genius lighting, which 
turns dancers from silhouettes 
into individuals and back 
again.) Characters emerge bril¬ 
liantly for a moment, blow off 
steam or bond forever, and slip 
back into the generic state (sol¬ 
dier, buddy, girlfriend, cannon- 
fodder). 

“Tico-Tico” is the best dance 
of the lot, and Hoisington lifts it 
into a realm larger than life, 
maybe greater than this ballet. I 
do not know how to praise such 
dancing. If I said he has a full¬ 
ness in his phrasing like 
Baryshnikov used to have you 
might get the idea: “Really sen¬ 
sational dancing will pass 
through violent shifts of balance 
without breaking down the 
body’s assurance. The balance 
is real, you can see it shift back 
and forth and all the while the 
body continues moving as a 
whole.’’ These are Edwin 
Denby’s words, written 60 years 
ago, but they apply today - 
except that in this case, they 
don’t suggest the speed at which 
Hoisington was moving. In two 
flying leaps, separated by pin¬ 
point swivels, he circled half the 
stage, and on the third he threw 
himself like a knife at the floor, 
which when he hit turned into a 
plane on which he rolled like a 
car down a mountainside ending 
in one of those modern-dance 
poses where you reach for the 
sky. His way of staying so near 
his edge, of risking loss of con¬ 
trol in order to gain abandon, 
momentum, expressive force, 
and of fusing all the parts into 
one imaginative whole, has an 
operatic sweep to it that may be 
bigger than Taylor intended but 
to which no one could object 
that it’s excessive. 


‘The Dance House’ 

Sensational dancing is also 
called for in The Dance House, 
the amazing new ballet by the 
Royal Ballet’s choreographer, 
David Bintley. The ballet was 
inspired by and is dedicated to 
Nick Millington, a dancer “who 
couldn’t jump and couldn’t turn 


and who spent much of his time 
stretching out at the barre.” He 
was Bintley’s friend, and he 
died of AIDS. Bintley has made 
a dance to Shostakovich’s 
moody, disturbing Concerto for 
Trumpet and Piano (1933) 
using the dance mania of the 
Black Plague era as a metaphor 
to illuminate the climate of anx¬ 
iety, denial, and pent-up energy 
in our Age of AIDS. 

The personality of 
Shostakovich’s concerto is con¬ 
fused, schizzy, like a teenager’s: 
one minute the music is hugely 
melancholy, the next it’s making 
the kind of obnoxious jokes 
teenagers make in groups, and 
again it’s floating in some kind 
of ecstasy. Above all, the con¬ 
certo is exploding with energy. 
Without betraying the music, 
Bintley suggests an allegory: the 
dance takes place in a stylized 
ballet studio; each movement 
(Allegro, Adagio, Allegro 
molto/Presto) has a ballerina. 


and into each one’s dance there 
comes a blue demon; all are pre¬ 
sent in the finale, and they dance 
till they drop. 

How suggestive Bintley’s 
ballet is of erotic energy states, 
emotions, confusions, and how 
clearly he has built up dazzling 
virtuosic dance phrases to house 
them. His principal dancers are 
no less than amazing. Tina 
LeBlanc, Christopher Stowell, 
Kristin Long, and Anthony 
Randazzo (as Mr. Blue) execute 
such difficult steps, with such 
control and power, and at such 
blinding speeds, it’s hard to 
believe this is supposed to mean 
something. 

Does the downhill slalom 
mean anything, or the ice tobog¬ 
gan? It’s that exhilarating. All of 
them were wonderful; Stowell’s 
control was unbelievable. But so 
was Randazzo’s abandon. He 
built his performance into a tour 
de force, dancing with capering,

remained in the closet.” 

Not so for Corbitt, who uses 
writing to reconnect himself to 
the ancient spiritual traditions of 
understanding, tolerance, em¬ 
powerment, community, and 
revolution. 

Basquiat was a promising 
and dynamic artist who lived 
and worked in New York in the 
’80s. A protege of Andy Warhol 
and Keith Haring, Basquiat 
emerged out of the graffiti art 
movement to great acclaim at 
the age of 21. He died of a drug 
overdose six years later. 

In his latest piece, Corbitt 
uses slides of Basquiat’s paint¬ 
ings as a backdrop for a series of 
poems he’s written that weave a 
testament to life, survival, and 
self-determination. Corbitt was 
inspired to create Frog’s Eyes 
when he viewed a Basquiat ret¬ 
rospective at New York’s 
Whitney Museum last year. 

“I saw his paintings and they 
really blew me away,” said 
Corbitt in a recent interview in 
San Francisco. “I could really 
relate to them. It was the first 
time any of this rap-graffiti stuff 
had ever gotten to me. The 
images were all about surviving, 
celebration, the African- 
American experience, our 
ancestors, and jazz. Abstract 


expressionism might be the 
technical term for his style, but 
they hit me emotionally in the 
gut, like jazz does.” 

Glamour in survival 

Corbitt’s affinity for 
Basquiat, however, extends far 
beyond jazz. “He was a junkie, 
and I’ve had my problems with 
drugs. He was his own worst 
enemy in a way that I can relate 
to - he was self-destructive, but 
was still very committed to his 
work in a way that a lot of artists 
aren’t. 

“My relationship to him is 
similar to his relationship to 
Charlie Parker, Eric Dolphy, 
Jimi Hendrix, and people like 
that - people who had a sort of 
glamour to their self-destruc¬ 
tion. In fact, it’s something I 
wish I didn’t think was so glam¬ 
orous but, to me, is. When 
you’re an outsider, particularly 
if you’re black, you’re bombard¬ 
ed with all kinds of negative 
messages about yourself and to 
turn those negatives into posi¬ 
tives many of us do self-destruc¬ 
tive things and find a kind of 
glamour in them - especially 
when we have role models to 
emulate like Charlie Parker or 
Billie Holliday, people who 
were also incredibly talented to 
boot. So it’s inevitable that there 
will be talented people who will 
emulate them. 

Corbitt feels that being gay 
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Wayne Corbitt: “I think in terms of the abstract.” 


on top of being black adds 
another layer of complexity to 
the picture: “You’re already an 
outcast in the eyes of main¬ 
stream society by being black, 
and yet among blacks you won’t 
be acceptable because you’re 
queer. It’s the same thing only 
one step further out. It’s being 
doubly marginalized. And if 
you’re the kind of queer I am, 
who sticks out and who identi¬ 
fies himself that way, it can get 
pretty rocky. Which sometimes 
makes me want to hide.” 

Inspired by Monk 

A Fish With Frog's Eyes has 
been described as a testament to 
life, survival, and self-determi¬ 
nation, yet Basquiat self-immo¬ 
lated by dying of a drug over¬ 
dose. Corbitt finds not a trace of 
irony or contradiction in this, for 
the essence of Basquiat’s life is 
in his art. “The work survives to 
speak to people in the future - to 
speak to people now. It’s like 
Billie Holliday died in 1959, but 
she’s a bigger star now than 
when she was alive. When the 
work survives, that’s the point. 
That’s what makes it a testament 
to life, survival, and self-deter¬ 
mination. 

Aside from Basquiat, the 
only other artist Corbitt has 
experienced such an emotional 
and intellectual tie with is 
Thelonius Monk. “I try to do 
with words what Monk did with 
music,” Corbitt said. “It’s not 
necessarily linear; it can be a 
wild graph like the ones they use 
for lie-detector tests. Basquiat’s 
work - I’m going to show slides 
of his paintings - is like that. 
Some of the paintings have so 
much going on in them that you 
can’t ever look at them long 
enough because every time you 
look you see something differ¬ 
ent, something new. Some of 
them are very simple - decep¬ 
tively simple - but if you look 


closely, there’s something sur¬ 
prising about them. 

A Fish With Frog's Eyes rep¬ 
resents a departure (read: evolu¬ 
tion) from Corbitt’s earlier 
work. “The similarity is that I 
still think in terms of the 
abstract, but it’s grown and 
evolved to where it’s not simply 
abstract - it’s outside of myself. 
This is the first time I’ve written 
about a character I didn’t know, 
that I had to literally invent. I 


did research to find out about 
him, but I had to invent him as a 
presence. That was new for 
me.” T

peripheral Altman characters, 
such as Shelley Duvall’s spacey 
and ever-so-hip gadfly, are used 
artfully as a backdrop to this 
unfolding melodrama. Chap¬ 
lin’s neurotic “Opal from the 
BBC” is a perfect Altman car¬ 
icature of the predatory, if naive, 
press and Blakley is memorable 
as the overwrought C & W star 
devoured by her own life. 
Altman’s Nashville is a study of 
conflicting values and mores, 
filled with characters whose 
habitat is the rapidly changing 
world of the “Old South.” 

Opposites attract 

In contrast to Nashville, 
Altman’s Three Women (1977) is 
a brooding, dream-like film 


about three women whose paths 
cross in a small desert town. 
Duvall, in one of her finest roles, 
plays an indomitable, if dizzy, 
social climber who meets Sissy 
Spacek, a quiet loner, at a conva¬ 
lescent hospital where they are 
both employed. Spacek latches 
onto and then becomes obsessed 
with the flighty and chatty 
Duvall, whose world seems for¬ 
ever awash in canary yellow. 
They eventually encounter a 
mute artist whose reclusive exis¬ 
tence is reflected in her bizarre 
paintings and her embittered 
soul. In Three Women, Altman 
weaves one of his most original 
tales with both off-beat humor 
and disturbing poignancy. 

The Long Goodbye (1973) is 
a moody but entertaining film 
derived from a Raymond 
Chandler novel. Critics have 
said the film is almost a spoof of 


the detective genre, as Elliot 
Gould plays a disheveled and 
rather slow-on-the uptake 
Phillip Marlowe. With the possi¬ 
ble exception of Howard 
Hawks’ The Big Sleep (1946), 
Altman’s film is probably the 
best rendition of a Chandler 
novel to reach the screen. 

Despite the recent disap¬ 
pointment of Altman’s Ready to 
Wear (Pret-a-Porter), the 
Castro’s screening of Nashville, 
Three Women, and The Long 
Goodbye should go some dis¬ 
tance in redeeming Altman’s 
reputation, at least locally, 
among film lovers. T

lounge organ, sounds like a 
long-lost TV show theme. In 
keeping with the ’60s retro-pop 
motif, other songs on the disc 
extol the virtues of go-go danc¬ 
ing, mini-skirts and expensive 
chocolate. If you think this 
sounds a bit too swank for its 
own good, you may be right. 
But for the most part, 
Pizzicato’s hybrid brand of 
dance pop comes off as more 
sass than cheese. 

Pizzicato’s live show may be 


a different matter altogether. 
Supposedly highly theatrical on 
stage, their studied silliness 
sometimes has mixed results. 
Reviews have ranged from glis¬ 
tening encomiums to damning 
epithets. Personally, I think any 
band that appears publicly with 
a fake rhythm section (i.e. a 
drum machine or backing tape) 
had better play up the antics 
department if they want to get 
anywhere. 

Apparently, this is exactly 
what Pizzicato Five does. While 
Maki makes wig and costume 
changes (there are so many in the 
show she could make drag queens 


envious), K-Taro and Yasuharu 
are known to wave huge Pizzicato 
Five banners while wearing 
Scottish kilts. “Without the visu¬ 
als, people wouldn’t understand 
us,” said Yasuharu in a recent Spin 
interview. 

Perhaps, but this is San 
Francisco, a town where I sus¬ 
pect most everyone understands 
the merits of being “cute, gor¬ 
geous, and in bad taste.” Don’t 
worry, you’ll get it. ▼ 

■ Pizzicato Five plays 
tonight, Thursday, Feb. 23, 
at the Great American 
Music Hall.

hat do drag queens want 
most? To become legends,” 
writes Bill Richardson at the 
close of Guy to Goddess, a 
combination how-to and picture book of the men 
who would be glamorous. Rosamond Norbury’s 
photographs, which illustrate the legend-making 
process from start to finish, capture her subjects’ 
flair for the overdramatic. 

Richardson’s accompanying text includes com¬ 
mentary, life stories and quotes, along with helpful 
hints novices (and even pros) may not have been 
aware of. ‘‘Drag Tip 4” contains advice for sooth¬ 
ing the itch when leg or chest hair grows back in 
after shaving (“swab the affected area with baby 
oil”). A later tip warns, “Remember that the more 
you drink, the more often you’re going to have to 
untuck and tuck, while wearing nails.” Point well 
taken. 

Together, photos and text add up to an engaging 
glimpse into drag life. As for the “why” of it all, 
the queens’ motivations vary from the intense - “I 
held so much inside me for so long.

Now it’s 
being released and I’m swimming in it” - to the 
frivolous: “I do it for fun. I do it for entertainment. 
I do it to get attention. Mostly, I do it because I’m 
really good at it.” Either way, they all look faaaab- 
ulous. T

Mark Morris’ Maelstrom, a 
dark, gleaming mystery, and the 
most beautiful of them all. Both 
programs repeat this week.
